COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS.

_To either of the Constables of the Town of Brookline, Greeting : — 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Brookline 
qualified to vote as the law directs, to meet at the Town Hall on Monday, 
the thirtieth day of March current, at one of the clock in the afternoon, 
for the following purposes, to wit : — 

First, To choose a Moderator. 

Second, To choose the usual Town Officers for the ensuing year; also, 
to give in their votes, Yes, or No, in answer to the question, ‘‘ Shall 
licenses be granted for the sale of intoxicating liquors in this town?” on 
a separate ballot. 

Third, To see if the town will adopt a system of Telegraph Fire Alarm, 
and to make an appropriation sufficient therefor, on the petition of John 
C. Abbott and others. 

Fourth, To see if the town will accept the list of Jurors, as revised by 
the Selectmen, and posted according to law. 

Fifth, To see if the town will authorize the Water Board to lay a water- 
main in Sumner Road, from Boylston Street, a distance of 450 feet, at an 
estimated expense of eight hundred and fifty dollars ; also, a main in Clark 
Road, from Boylston Street, a distance of 300 feet, at an estimated ex- 
pense of four hundred dollars; also, a main in an unnamed street on the 
Jones estate, Cypress Street, a distance of 450 feet, at an estimated cost 
of five hundred dollars. 

Sixth, To hear and act upon the Reports of Town Officers and Com- 
mittees. 

Seventh, To see if the town will accept and allow a sewer in Sullivan 
Road, thence passing through certain public streets and the private lands 
of Eliza J. Chandler, to the School Street brook-sewer, as laid out and 
located by the Selectmen, and to make the necessaay appropriations 
therefor. 
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Eighth, To see whether the town will adopt the following rule to be 
observed in town meetings: ‘‘No voter shall speak more than once in 
town meeting to the prevention of those who have not spoken, and who 
desire to speak on the same question; nor more than twice on the same 
question, without leave of the meeting.” 

Ninth, To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen to construct any 
lateral sewers deemed necessary, and to pay for their construction from 
the receipts for sewer assessments. 

Tenth, To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen to settle suits 
and claims against the town, and employ counsel in cases where they 
shall consider it necessary. 

Eleventh, To see if the town will accept the Act passed for the Town 
of Brookline by the Legislature, in 1885, in regard to planting frees, and 
make an appropriation therefor. 

Twelfth, To see if the town will make an appropriation for a new map 
of Brookline, and for plans of estates for the Assessors’ use. 

Thirteenth, To see what action the town will take to provide better 
quarters for the chemical engine in Longwood. 

Fourteenth, To see whether the town will make an appropriation to 
have the Town Records printed. 

Fifteenth, To see what action the town will take in regard to furnishing 
estates, fronting on streets where sewers are built, with drainage, when 
such estates cannot be drained. 

Sixteenth, To see what action the town will take in reference to the 
lighting of the streets by electricity. . 

Seventeenth, To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be 
necessary for all or any of the purposes mentioned in the foregoing arti- 
cles, or as may be required to defray the expenses of the town for the 
ensuing year; and especially to act upon all the appropriations asked for 
or proposed by the Selectmen, or by any Town Oflicers or Committees. 

Hereof fail not, and make due return of this warrant to the Selectmen, — 
with your doings thereon, four days at least before the day of said 
meeting.

Voted, That the whole subject be referred to the Selectmen, to report 
in detail at a future town meeting. 

Fifth Article taken up,—‘ To see if the town will authorize 
the Water Board to lay a water-main in Sumner Road from 
Boylston street, a distance of 450 feet, at an estimated ex- 
pense of eight hundred and fifty dollars; also, a main in 
Clark Road, from Boylston Street, a distance of 300 feet, at 
an estimated expense of four hundred dollars; also, a main 
in an unnamed street on the Jones estate, Cypress Street, a 
distance of 450 feet, at an estimated cost of five hundred 
dollars.” 
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On motion of Mr. Oliver Whyte, it was — 


Voted, That the Water Board be authorized to lay a ten-inch main in

The undersigned, Selectmen of Brookline, having given written and 
printed notices to Lewis Wight, Russell Sturgis, Jr., I. V. L. Rice, H. W. 
Bittenbender, the Aspinwall Land Company, H. A. Harrington, Prentiss 
Cummings, Amasa Clarke, and others, being all the persons known to us 
to be interested in the subject-matter of the sewer to be laid out, that we 
intend to lay out a sewer in Sullivan Road, Gardner Road, Tappan Street, 
Gorham Avenue, Davis Avenue, Cypress Street, across Washington 
Street, and through private lands of Eliza J. Chandler, such notices 
requiring said persons to appear before us, at the Town Hall, on Monday, 
the 23d day of February, at four of the clock in the afternoon, and hay- 
ing caused such notices to be actually served, according to law, upon all 
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such persons and corporations, by a constable of this town, at least seven 
days before the day so appointed for the hearing; and having also given 
notice to them, and all other persons (if any) who may be interested in 
the subject-matter of said sewer, whose names are not known to us, or 
who have no place of abode in the town, or who have no tenant or author- 
ized agent known to us, by posting up a copy of the written and printed 
notices in three public place in the town, at least seven days before the 
time appointed for the hearing. 


Pursuant to such notice, we met at the time and place appointed for the 
hearing, and after hearing the parties, and their remarks and objections, 
and the route of the sewer having been viewed and examined by us, do 
adjudge that it is necessary for the public convenience and the public 
health that a sewer should be laid out, and maintained by the town, as 
hereinafter described : — 

Commencing at a point on the northerly side of Gardner Road, situated 
about 1,194.68 feet from Tappan Street, and running northwesterly about - 
122.50 feet; 

Thence defiecting 20° 14! 20/' to the left, 112.48 feet ; 

Thence deflecting 20° 14! 20’’ to the left, 179.97 feet ; 

Thence deflecting 13° 41! 50” to the right, 214.48 feet; 

Thence deflecting 13° 37’ 0!' to the right, 169.19 feet; 

Thence deflecting 16° 38! 20’’ to the right, 163.36 feet; 

Thence deflecting 16° 38! 20" to the right, 6.00 feet ; 

— taking a parallel width of five feet on each side of the axis line; the 
amount of land taken being 9,679 square feet; the fee of said land belong- 
ing to the Aspinwall Land Company. 

The northerly portion of this sewer, being located upon private lands,

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The Committee to whom the Sixteenth Article was re- 
ferred presented the following report, to wit: 


The Committee to whom was referred the subject of the Sixteenth 
Article of the warrant for the Annual Town Meeting, viz: ‘‘ To see what 
action the town will take in reference to the lighting of the streets by 
electricity,” report as follows: Immediately after our appointment, at the 
adjourned meeting held April 8, 1885, we gave notice of a public hearing, 
to be had in the Town Hall, on Monday, April 13, at 4 p.m., and upon that © 
and the following day, at the same hour, we heard a full expression of 
opinion from several citizens of the town, most of whom were strongly in 
favor of the electric system of lighting our streets. 

We also heard much valuable testimony, which was introduced both by 
the Brookline Gas-Light Company and by the petitioner for the proposed 
electric light, H. W. Burgett, Esq., as to the defects and merits of the 
new system, all of which was reinforced by the arguments of counsel for 
each of the opposing parties; and, in addition to this, we have obtained 
from eleven different cities in New England, which are using the electric 
lights, full information as to the practical working of their systems. 


As a condition precedent we recommend the adoption and retention of 
an all-night system of lighting our streets, during every night in the year, 
under any plan which may be adopted, and our estimates, hereinafter 
given, are made upon that basis. *s 


We find a strong and widespread feeling in favor of testing the electric 
lights. The evidence as to their danger leads us to the conclusion that, 
with proper care, they can be made as safe as the gas system, while the 
success they have achieved in other places justifies us in recommending 
for them a fair trial by the town; but we think that any appropriation for 
lighting the streets should be limited to one year, in accordance with our 
usage in all such matters. 

Mr. Burgett offers to give the town a “ bond in a reasonable sum, and 
with sufficient sureties, to the satisfaction of the Selectmen, for the faith- 
ful performance of all the terms of said contract, and conditioned to 
indemnify and save said town harmless from any damages for injury to 
persons or property caused by the construction, use or maintenance of 
the electric lighting piant or its appurtenances, and from any and all 
damages by reason of the infringement of any patent right or rights in 
the use of said electric lighting plant or its said appurtenances.” 

We have received from the Brookline Gas-Light Company and from 
Mr. Burgett proposals for lighting the streets for one year, two and three 
years, the first of which only need be herein considered. At our sugges- 
tion Mr. Burgett has also given us his estimate for the introduction and 
use of a limited plant of fifty electric lights, to displace and supply the 
light of two hundred and fifty of the four hundred and forty gas-lights 
now in use, or, in other words, to leave the present system intact, except- 
ing this experimental test of fifty new lights, which would be practically 
included within a radius of about one-half a mile from a central point in 
or near the village. In that way the two systems would be working in 
competition simultaneously, and the electric light would be fairly tested 
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without infringing unduly upon the gas system. If, at the end of the 
year, the electric lighting should prove a failure, we can return to the 
present system, but, if successful, it can be extended by the town. We 
wish to deal fairly by both systems, and let. the survival of the fittest be 
the ultimate test of merit. 

We present, herewith, figures showing the comparative cost to the 
town for the current year of three systems: 

I. Electric lighting (50 lights) as a part of our present system. 
II. Electric and oil lighting to the exclusion of gas. 
Ill. Gas and oil lighting to the exclusion of electricity.

Of these plans we recommend the first; but if the Gas Company refuses 
to become a party to it, we recommend the second. 

It is due to the Gas Company, under the third plan, to state that they 
have intimated their willingness to abate about five per cent (or some 
$900) of the amount of the annual appropriation for street lighting, rec- 
ommended by the Selectmen on p. 838 of the Town Report, provided the 
present system of street lighting is retained. As to the effect upon the 
price of gas to private consumers, if the second plan should be adopted, 
the president of the company testified that it would not necessarily en- 
hance the present price, but that it would postpone a reduction of it. If 
the first or second plan is adopted, Mr. Burgett agrees to furnish lights 
equal in intensity to those now in use, and the location and character 
of the lights are to be subject to the approval of the Selectmen. 

We regret that the limited time in which we could act, after hearing 
and accumulating the testimony, compels us to condense this report, and 
exclude much valuable information upon the subject, but the conclusions 
herein set forth are the unanimous expression of the Committee. In 
conclusion, we recommend to the town the passage of the following 
votes :— 

Voted, That the streets of the town be lighted throughout each and 
every night during the ensuing year. 


Voted, That a sum not exceeding $21,454 be appropriated for lighting 
the streets during the ensuing year, under the plan recommended by the 
Special Committee appointed to examine, investigate, and report upon

The undersigned, Selectmen of Brookline, having given printed and 
written notices to George B. Woodward, Philip S. Allen, Edmund Rear- 
don, trustee, Charles H. Stearns, William Wood, E. A. Norton, P. W. 
Bowen, Morrill Frost, Matthew McNeilly, Robert Whigham, Anna A- 
Thomas, Sara E. Richards, Horatio N. Doyle, Mason G. Parker, and 
Edward C. Wilson and Joseph Sawyer, trustees (being all the parties 
known to us to be interested in the subject-matter of the street, or town 
way, to be laid out), of our intention to lay out as a town way the pri- 
vate street called Babcock Street, and running from Harvard Street to 
Brighton Avenue; such notices requiring such persons to appear before 
us in our room at the Town Hall, on Monday, the 23d day of November, 
1885, at five o’clock in the afternoon; and having caused such notices to 
be actually served according to law upon all such persons by a constable 
of this town, at least seven days before the day so appointed for the hear- 
ing; and having given notice to them, and all other persons (if any) who 
may be interested in said street or way, whose names are not Known to 
us, by posting a copy of the printed and written notice, in three separate 
public places in the town, at least seven days before the time appointed 
for the hearing. 

Pursuant to such notice, we met at the time and place appointed for 
the hearing; and all parties and interests which had appeared having 
been heard in relation thereto, and the route of the street or way having 
been viewed and examined by us, after fully considering the subject, do 
adjudge that it is necessary for the public convenience that a street, or 
town way, called by us Babcock Street, should be laid out and maintained 
by the town, as hereinafter described by its centre line, viz: 

Commencing at a point on the southerly side of Brighton Avenue, 
situated 158 ft. westerly from the northwesterly corner of land of Harriet 
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S$. Crowninshield, and running south 10° 4! 50/'’ west 241.47 ft. Thence 
running by a curve to the left, with a radius of 716.78 ft., 217.83 ft. 
Thence running south 7° 20! east 773.25 ft. Thence running by a curve 
to the right, with a radius of 573.70 ft., 221.22 ft. Thence running south 
14° 45! 35/’ west 1091.25 ft. Thence running by a curve to the right, 
with a radius of 400 ft., 146.06 ft. Thence running south 35° 40! 55!’ west 
413.28 ft. to Harvard Street. The street above described by its centre 
line has an uniform width of 30 ft. on each side of its centre line 
throughout its whole extent, and will take from the heirs of Joseph Stet- 
son a parcel of land bounded northerly by Brighton Avenue, southerly by 
Harvard Street, easterly by a line parallel with and thirty feet distant 
from the centre line, and westerly by a line parallel with and thirty feet 
distant from said centre line, and containing 186,262 sq. ft.

No awards are made; all the parties in interest and the owners of the 
land abutting upon said street or way, and of the fee of the land over 
which said street or way is laid out, in consideration of the town laying 
out the same, agreeing to waive all claims to land or grade damages. 

The heirs of Joseph Stetson further give to the town the right to drain 
the surface-water through their land, from a point near Freeman Street to 
a brook, as shown by the accompanying plan. 

There being no structures, buildings, trees, walls, fences, or hedges 
standing upon the land taken for said street or way requiring to be re- 
moved, the same may be entered upon at once for use and repair. The 
estimated cost of grading the street, and providing for the drainage of 
the surface-water, is $4,000. 

And said street or way so laid out, located, and described, is hereby 
reported to the town for acceptance; and when so accepted, allowed, and 
recorded, is to be known as a town way.

Voted, That Babcock Street, as laid out by the Selectmen, January 30, 
1886, be accepted and allowed. . 

Voted, That the sum of four thousand dollars be appropriated for 
grading and draining Babcock Street, as laid out by the Selectmen, 
January 30, 1886. 

Voted, That the Treasurer be authorized to borrow, when so directed 
by the Selectmen, the sum of four thousand dollars, paying therefor at 
a rate not exceeding four per cent per annum interest, for not more than 
one year, to pay for grading and draining Babcock Street as laid out by 
the Selectmen, January 30, 1886, giving therefor the note or notes of the 
town, signed by the Treasurer and countersigned by a majority at least of 
the Selectmen, which note or notes are to be paid from the taxes of the 
year 1886, and are hereby expressly made payable therefrom. 


Fifth Article taken up,—‘‘To accept and allow Gardner 
Path as a public footway, as laid out by the Selectmen.” 

The Selectmen presented the following report on the lay- 
ing out of said path, to wit: 


The undersigned, Selectmen of Brookline, having given printed 
and written notices to Wm. E. Lincoln, W. B. Trull, J. D. Sturtevant, 
Amasa Clarke, Russell Sturgis, Jr., Sarah A. Rice, Wm. S. Bitten- 
bender, Prentiss Cummings, Lewis Wight, H. A. Harrington, Emily 
Shepard, heirs of P. §S. Davis, J. G. Mitchell, C. L. B. Whitney, 
Estate of David Townsend, Arthur W. Blake, Estate of G. B. Blake, 
Aspinwall Land Co., C. J. Lincoln, Fanny §S. Bittenbender, Wm. 
‘Aspinwall, Boston University, Heirs of H. L. Chase, Thomas Griggs, 
Thomas B. Griggs, J. E. Sayles (being all the parties known to us to 
be interested in the subject-matter of the path to be laid out), of our 
intention to lay out as a public footway the private path called Gardner 
Path, and running from Washington Street to Gardner Road, such notices 
requiring such persons to appear before us, in our room at the Town Hall, 
on Wednesday, the 13th day of January, 1886, at five o’clock in the after- 
noon; and having caused such notices to be actually served according to 
law upon all such persons, by a constable of this town, at least seven 
days before the day so appointed for the hearing ; and having given notice 
to them and all other persons (if any) who may be interested in said path, 
whose names are not known to us, by posting a copy of the printed and 
written notice in three separate public places in the town, at least seven 
days before the time appointed for the hearing. 

Pursuant to such notice, we met at the time and place appointed for the 
hearing; and all parties and interests which had appeared having been 
heard in relation thereto, and the route of the path having been viewed 
and examined by us, after fully considering the subject, do adjudge that 
it is necessary for the public convenience that a path or public footway, 
called by us Gardner Path, should be laid out, and maintained by the 
town, as hereinafter described, viz: 

Commencing at a point on the westerly side of Washington Street, 
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Situated 15.08 ft. northerly from land of heirs of George B. Blake, and run- 
ning south 58° 34! 10’! west by a line parallel with and 15 ft. distant from 
said land of heirs of George B. Blake about 327 ft. to a branch road; thence 
running northwesterly by a curve to the left, with a radius of 384.06 ft., 
18.55 ft.; thence running northwesterly by a tangent 9.57 ft.; thence 
running northerly by a curve to the right, with a radius of 30 ft., 
57.12 ft.; thence running northeasterly by a tangent 16.15 ft. to Gard- 
ner Road; thence running southwesterly by a curve to the right, 
with a radius of 234.16 ft., 98.73 ft. by the southerly line of Gardner 
Road; thence running southwesterly by the southerly line of Gardner 
Road by a curve to the right, with a radius of 350.28 ft., 120.14 ft.; 
thence running southeasterly by a tangent 30.56 ft.; thence running 
southeasterly by a curve to the right, with a radius of 334.06 ft., 161.98 
ft. to land of heirs of George B. Blake; thence running north 58° 34! 
10’’ east by land of heirs of George B. Blake about 375 ft. to Washington 
Street; thence running northerly by westerly side of Washington Street 
15.08 ft. to the point of beginning. 

The location of said path is in accordance with aplan of the same made 
by Aspinwall and Lincoln, civil engineers, dated January 22, 1886, ap- 
proved by us; and such plan is adopted by us as a part of this record. 

_ We award as damages to the Aspinwall Land Company, as owners of 
the fee in the land over which said path is laid out, the sum of ($253.13) 
two hundred and fifty-three qe’s dollars. 

There being no structures, buildings, trees, walls, fences, hedges or 
steps, standing upon the land taken for said path, requiring to be removed, 
the same may be entered upon at once for use. 

And said path as so laid out, located, aud described, is hereby reported 
to the town for acceptance, and when so accepted, allowed, and recorded, 
is to be forever known as a public footway. 

The said plan and this record, together with a release from the Aspin- 
wall Land Company, dated January 29th, 1886, have this day been filed by 
us in the office of the Town Clerk.

Voted, That the sum of two hundred fifty-three dollars and thirteen 
cents be appropriated to pay the Aspinwall Land Company damages for 
Gardner Path, as laid out by the Selectmen, January 30th, 1886, as a pub- 
lic footway, the sum to be paid out of any unexpended balances in the 
Treasury. 
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Fourth Article taken up,—‘‘To accept and allow a town 
way, to be called Sumner Road, between Boylston and Tap- 
pan Streets, as laid out by the Selectmen.” 

The Selectmen presented the following report on the lay- 
ing out of said way, to wit: 


The undersigned, Selectmen of the town of Brookline, having given 
printed and written notices to the Goddard Land Company, Arthur W. 
Blake, Lucy S. Rogers, heirs of Robert 8. Davis, and Boston & Albany 
Railroad Corporation (being the only parties known to us or believed by 
us to be interested in the subject-matter of the street hereby laid out), 
that we intend to lay out a street leading from Boylston Street to Tap- 
pan Street, substantially on the line of Sumner Road, so-called, and for 
this purpose to take lands coming within the lines of the location of 
such contemplated street; such notices requiring such persons and cor- 
porations to appear before us at our room in the Town Hall, on Friday, 
the fifteenth day of January, 1886, at 5 o’clock in the afternoon, and 
thence by adjournment to Monday, the eighteenth day of January, 1886,. 
at 3 o’clock in the afternoon; and having caused such notices to be actu- 
ally served according to law upon such persons and corporations by a 
constable of this town at least seven days before the day so appointed 
for the hearing; and having also given notice to them and all other 
persons and corporations (if any) who may be interested in the subject 
matter of said street, whose names are not known to us, or who have no 
place of abode in town, by posting up the same printed and written 
notices in three public places in the town at least seven days before said 
time appointed for the hearing; pursuant to such notices, we met at 
the time and place appointed, and after hearing the parties and their 
remarks and objections, and the route of the street as hereinafter de- 
scribed having been viewed and examined by us, after fully considering 
the subject, do adjudge that it is necessary for the public convenience 
that a street called by us Sumner Road should be laid out and maintained 
by the town, leading from Boylston Street to Tappan Street as hereinafter 
described by its centre line, viz: : 

Commencing at a point on the northerly side of Boylston Street, situ- 
ated 247.03 ft. easterly from the southeasterly corner of land of Joseph 
H. White and running northeasterly by a curve to the left with a radius 
of 1011.51 ft. 250.71 ft. Thence north 9° 387’ 5!’ east 48.46 ft. Thence 
by a curve to the right with a radius of 310.50 ft. 215.93 ft. Thence 
north 49° 27! 45!’ east 31.98 ft. Thence by a curve to the left with a 
radius of 388.74 ft. 89.64 ft. Thence by a curve to the left with a radius 
1185.78 ft. 469.74 ft. Thence north 7° 52’ 40’’ east 99.90 ft.. Thence 
by a curve to the right with a radius of 104.13 ft. 145.66 ft. Thence by 
a curve to the right with a radius of 1011.51 ft. 187.58 ft. Thence south 
81° 22! 0’ east 61.15 ft. Thence by a curve to the left with a radius of 
270 ft. 180.72 ft. Thence by a curve to the left with a radius of 716.78 ft. 
73.39 ft. to the southerly side of Tappan Street, and taking land as herein- 
after described : 

From the Goddard Land Co. a parallel width of 25 ft. on each side 
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of the centre line and extending from the northerly side of Boylston 
Street to the southerly side of the location of the Boston & Albany Rail- 
road; also a parcel of land situated at the northeasterly corner of and 
bounded by the side lines of Boylston Street and Sumner Road and a 
curved line with a radius of 20 ft.; also a parcel of land situated at the 
northwesterly corner of and bounded by the side lines of Boylston Street 
and Sumner Road and a curved line with a radius of 39.80 ft., about 
55,800 sq. ft. 

From land occupied by the Boston and Albany Railroad Co. a parallel 
width of 25 ft. on each side of the centre line extending from the 
southerly line of the location of said corporation to the northerly line 
of the same, about 4,550 sq. ft. 

From the Goddard Land Company a parallel width of 25 ft. on each side 
of the centre line, and extending from the northerly side of the location 
of the Boston & Albany Railroad to land of heirs of Robert S. Davis, 
about 9,030 sq. ft. 

From the heirs of Robert S. Davis a parallel width of 25 ft. on each 
side of the centre line, and extending from the land of the Goddard Land 
Co. to land of Arthur W. Blake, about 9,225 sq. ft. 

From Arthur W. Blake a parallel width of 25 ft. on each side of 
centre line, and extending from land of heirs of Robert S. Davis to the 
southerly side of Tappan Street; also a parcel of land situated at the 
southwesterly corner of, and bounded by the side lines of Tappan Street 
and Sumner Road and a curved line with a radius of 20 ft.; also a parcel 
of land situated at the southeasterly corner of and bounded by the side 
lines of Tappan Street and Sumner Road and a curved line with a radius 
of 75 ft., about 15,200 sq. ft. 

The location of the said road is in accordance with a plan and profile 
of the same, dated January 25, 1886, made by A. H. French, civil engineer, 
approved by us; and such plan and profile are adopted by us as a part of 
this record. 

No awards are made; all the parties in interest and owners of the land 
abutting upon said road or way and of the fee of the land over which said 
road or way is laid out, in consideration of the town laying out the said 
road or way, and accepting the same, and agreeing, within six months, to 
build the bridge for such road or way across the Boston and Albany Rail- 
road, as allowed by the County and Railroad Commissioners, do agree to 
waive all claims to land or grade damages. The said abutters further 
agree, on their part, to build the unfinished portion of the road in the 
same manner and of as goud quality as that already built, supporting said 
road or way by sloping the banks on either side thereof on the adjoining 
lands; but this is not intended to affect or impair at all the right of any 
owner of such adjoining land to use such slopes for building or any other 
purpose whatsoever incident to the ownership of the fee in said slopes 
that will not impair the security of the road-bed. 

There being no structures, buildings, trees, w walls, fences, or hedges 
standing upon the land taken requiring to be removed, excepting such as 
will be removed by the abutters building the road or way, the same may 
be entered upon at once for the purpose of constructing the bridge across 
the Boston & Albany Railroad, the span of which will be 30 ft. and its 
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under side 16 ft. 6 in. above the top of the rails. The bridge is to have a 
width of 50 ft. between fences, with sidewalks 8 ft. 4 in., raised 6 in. 
above the roadway. The estimated cost of the bridge is $12,000. 

And said road or way so laid out, located, and described is hereby 
reported to the town for acceptance; and when so accepted, allowed, 
and recorded, is to be known as a town way. 

The said plan, profile, and this record, with the releases and agree- 
ments herein referred to, have this day been filed by us in the office of

Voted, That Sumner Road, as laid out by the Selectmen, January 30, 
1886, be accepted and allowed. 

Voted, That the sum of twelve thousand dollars be appropriated for 
constructing the bridge across the Boston & Albany Railroad on the line 
of Sumner Road, as laid out by the Selectmen, January 30, 1886. 

Voted, That the Town Treasurer be authorized to borrow, when so 
directed by the Selectmen, the sum of twelve thousand dollars, paying 
therefor a rate of interest not exceeding four per cent. per annum, for 
not more than five years, to pay for constructing the bridge across the 
Boston & Albany Railroad on the line of Sumner Road, as laid out by the 
Selectmen, January 30, 1886, giving therefor the note or notes of the 
town, signed by the Treasurer and countersigned by a majority at least 
of the Selectmen. A 


Tenth Article taken up,—‘‘To act on the extension of 
sewers.” 


The Selectmen presented the following reports on the tenth 
article, to wit: 

GARDNER ROAD. 

On July 18th, 1885, a petition was received from John D. Sturtevant 
and others, for a sewer in Gardner Road from Sullivan Road to Wash- 
ington Street. Ata hearing on said petition, July 27, 1885, it appeared 
that a sewer was not desired, or at present required, in Gardner Road 
north of the point where Gardner Path intersects with Gardner Road. It 
was shown, however, that in order suitably to provide for the drainage of 
buildings already built or in process of construction in this vicinity, and 
also to provide for the very large amount of surface drainage which now 
flows into Gardner Road from the land and streets connecting therewith 
above the point before mentioned, that some provision should be made 
as soon as practicable; and after carefully considering the subject, we 
“recommend the construction of a sewer from the junction of Sullivan 

toad and Gardner Road, through Gardner Road, Gardner Path, and a part 
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of Washington and Park Streets, to and connecting with the School Street 
brook sewer. 

This recommendation is made upon the supposition that the town will 
accept and allow Gardner Path as laid out by the Selectmen. At some 
time in the future, a small sewer, for house drainage only, will be re- 
quired in the remaining portion of Gardner Road. 

The proposed sewer is about 1,600 feet long. 

The estimated cost of the same is $5,350. 

Estimated receipts from assessments, $3,800. 

If built by way of Gardner Road and Washington Street, the length 
would be increased 1,400 feet; the size would have to be increased also, 
and the cost would be increased $5,830, without a corresponding increase 
in the amount of sewer assessments. 


On motion of Mr. Alfred D. Chandler, it was — 


Voted, That the sum of five thousand three hundred and fifty dollars be 
appropriated for the construction of a sewer from Sullivan Road to the 
sewer in the brook at Park Street, as reported by the Selectmen at this 
town meeting, the money to be paid from the taxes of the year 1886, and 
the same is hereby expressly made payable therefrom. 


CYPRESS AND WALNUT STREETS. 


Upon the petition of W. I. Taylor and others, for a sewer in a part of 
Cypress and Walnut Streets, heard Oct. 5th, 1885, the Selectmen adjudged 
that the public convenience and the public health require the construction 
of a sewer from the junction of Davis Avenue and Cypress Street, 
through Cypress Street to Walnut Street, and westerly in Walnut Street, 
to a point opposite the easterly line of the estate of Samuel Clark, and 
also easterly in said street to a point opposite the line between the estates 
of A. A. Cobb and Dr. T. E. Francis. 

There is now a drain in a part of the street which discharges into the 
brook at the railroad crossing. This, however, cannot be used for house 
drainage, having been originally intended and arranged for surface drain- 
age only. If the bridge over the railroad at Cypress Street crossing is to 
be built, the sewer should be extended from Davis Avenue to Boylston 
Street, even though it were not required beyond that point at present. 

The estimated cost of this sewer is $4,400. 

Estimated receipts from sewer assessments, $4,200. 

We ask that authority be given to construct the same. 


On motion of Mr. Alfred D. Chandler, it was — 


Voted, That the sum of four thousand four hundred dollars be appro- 
priated for the construction of a sewer in Cypress and Walnut Streets, 
as reported by the Selectmen at this town meeting, the money to be paid 
from the taxes of the year 1886, and the same is hereby expressly made 
payable therefrom. 

BOYLSTON STREET. 

A petition has also been received from Henry Lee and others, for a 
sewer in Boylston Street above Walnut Street, and a hearing was given 
Sept. 21, 1885. 
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From the statements made by some of the petitioners at the hearing, 
their needs in this particular are very pressing, and it is evident that the 
construction of a sewer in this street cannot be long delayed, as it is the 
main line for the drainage of the greater portion of the southern and 
southwestern portions of the town. ie 

The original plan of Messrs. Shedd & Sawyer contemplated an 18! 
pipe sewer in Boylston Street to connect with the sewer in Cypress 
Street; and there seems to be no good reason for deviating from this 
plan. The length of this sewer from Cypress Street to Fisher Avenue is 
is about 4,000 feet, and will cost, as estimated, $13,000. Amount to be 
received from sewer assessments, $5,500, as estimated. The great dis- 
parity between the cost of this sewer and the amount of sewer assess- 
ments likely to be received, is owing to the fact that for a long distance 
the south side of the street is bounded by the old Boston reservoir, and, 
as we believe, is not assessable. As the nature of the soil is such that 
the sewage cannot be disposed of in the ordinary manner by leaching 
cesspools, the only measure of relief left to us is to construct the sewer. 


On motion of Mr. Alfred D. Chandler, it was — 


Voted, That the sum of thirteen thousand dollars be appropriated for 
the construction of a sewer in Boylston Street, as reported by the Select- 
men at this town meeting, the money to be paid from the taxes of the 
year 1886, and the same is hereby expressly made payable therefrom. 


SUMNER ROAD. 


If Sumner Road, as laid out by the Selectmen, shall be accepted and 
allowed by the town, it is desirable that a sewer should be laid from Tap- 
pan Street through the proposed location to a point about twenty-five feet 
south of the center of the railroad location, previous to building the 
embankments. 

Length of sewer, 750 feet. 

Estimated cost, $2,594. 

Receipts from sewer assessments, $1,400. 

This will be a main sewer for a large drainage area, comprising the 
northerly slope of Fisher Hill, a part of the westerly slope of Aspinwall 
Hill, the valley in which the railroad is located, and land lying north of 
Beacon Street. 

The estimate of cost is based upon the condition that the work shall be 
done prior to the making of the road. 


On motion of Mr. Alfred D. Chandler, it was — 


Voted, That the sum of two thousand and six hundred dollars be appro- 
priated for the construction of a sewer in Sumner Road, as reported by 
the Selectmen at this town meeting, the money to be paid from the taxes 
of the year 1886, and the same is hereby expressly made payable therefrom. 


Thirteenth Article taken up,—‘‘To hear and act on the 
reports of town officers or of committees.” 
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Mr. E. Herbert Ingalls presented the report of the com- 
mittee appointed by the town on the twentieth of April last, 
to examine into the expediency of adopting a system of 
telegraph fire alarm, and on his motion it was — 

Voted, That the report go over to the annual meeting. 

Eighth Article taken up,—‘‘To act on the extension of 
water mains.” 

Mr. Francis Hunnewell presented the report of the Water 
Board upon the completion of the plant of the high-service 
system, and moved its acceptance. 

Voted, To accept the report, and that it be placed on file. 


On motion of Mr. Francis Hunnewell, it was — 

Voted, That the Water Board be authorized to lay an eight (8) inch 
water main in Boylston Street, from a point near Reservoir Lane west 
to a new street constructed through the estates of George B. Nichols and 
Henry Lee, thence in said street to the Newton line, a distance of four 
thousand feet, at an estimated cost of six thousand fifty-five dollars and 
twenty-five cents, provided the petitioners sign an agreement to pay to 
the town five (5) per cent per annum, for five years, on the cost of lay- 
ing the same, less such an amount as may be collected as water rates, said 
payment to be made yearly in advance; the cost of this extension to be 
paid for from the appropriation for building the High Service. 

Voted, That the Water Board be authorized to replace the five hun- 
dred feet of one and one-half inch pipe now in Edge Hill Road with five 
hundred feet of six-inch; also, to connect over eleven service pipes, and 
set one hydrant, at an estimated cost of seven hundred and three dollars 
($703.00), to be paid for from taxes of 1886, for the extension of Water 
Works. 


Thirteenth Article taken up,—‘‘To hear and act on the 
reports of town officers or of committees.” 

Mr. Alfred D. Chandler presented the following report of 
the joint committee, composed of the Selectmen and the 
School Committee, on the matter of additional school accom- 


modations, as follows, to wit: 

The Committee appointed to consider the subject of additional school 
accommodations, and to recommend such action as seems best to accom- 
plish the desired results, have carefully investigated the present condition 
of the schools and the probable requirements for the coming year, and 
submit the following report: 

It seems hardly necessary to restate all the facts pertaining to the 
necessity for increased accommodations, but we insert a few figures 
bearing most directly upon the subject. 

The addition of two rooms to the Lawrence School will provide for 
the needs of that section of the town for the present, but the large in- 
crease in that district will doubtless call for further provision in the near 
future. 
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The pressing and immediate want is in what is called the Ward School 
district. How to meet this demand in a way best to accommodate the 
pupils and with the least expense to the town, is the problem your Com- 
mittee have attempted to solve. We have not omitted to regard the fact 
that at no very distant day the present Ward School must be abandoned, 
as the projected Park improvements will include the land it now occupies, 
and it will be necessary to erect a new Grammar school building in a 
different locality. Three of the eight rooms in the present building are 
occupied by Primary classes, and are filled — two of the rooms containing 
fifty pupils each, and one room forty-five pupils. The Lincoln School is 
a new building containing but two rooms, and is in the immediate vicinity 
of the Ward School. A Primary school will always be required in that 
locality, and it was a mistake that a building with four rooms was not 
originally constructed. Your Committee considered whether it would 
be preferable to provide for four or two rooms additional at this time. 
But in view of the fact that a large number of the Primary pupils attend- 
ing the Ward and Lincoln Schools are obliged to walk quite a distance, 
as they reside in the vicinity of Brookline Avenue and Pearl Street, and 
as it is desirable that the younger children should be able to attend school 
at a convenient distance from their homes, we believe that a Primary 
school of four rooms will best accomplish this purpose, and that further 
increase of the number of these pupils will be best met by suitable accom- 
modations either on or near Brookline Avenue. And this plan will not 
involve the town in any greater expense. The two rooms in the Lincoln 
School now contain ninety-seven pupils, so that all the accommodations 
in that district are fully occupied. Neither is there any spare room in the 
Boylston School. It is estimated there will be eighty pupils to apply for 
admission during the year, and this can be met by the addition of two 
rooms. Your Committee unanimously recommend that the Lincoln School 
be enlarged by the addition of two rooms, and they approve the plans of 
Messrs. Peabody & Stearns, herewith presented. The enlargement will 
also improve the general appearance of the present building, and can be 
accomplished without much extra expense. The plans provide for the 
enlargement by the construction of both rooms upon the ground floor, 
and to be built of brick. The rear line of the building will approach 
within one foot of the line that marks the division of the lot owned by 
the town; so that in order to secure for the future the necessary light for 
these rooms through the rear windows, it will be expedient for the town 
to purchase a strip of land 15 feet wide and about 145 feet in length. 
There are several owners to this adjoining lot, and they have been ap- 
proached by your Committee to ascertain what arrangements could be 
made. As this strip will not include the entire length of their lot, the 
sale of the portion we require will leave the balance in less desirable 
shape. The number of feet we require is about 2,175, and the owners 
have finally offered to sell to the town at the rate of 40 cents per foot, 
i.e. $870 for the whole. While this would be considered at the present 
time a large price for the entire lot, in consideration of the fact that the 
town requires only a very small portion, and that the part thus taken is 
somewhat of an injury to the balance, we do not consider the price exor- 
bitant, and would recommend its purchase. The estimates of the archi- 
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tects for the addition of the two rooms, and for furnishing the rooms 
complete for use, amount to $11,500, which with the addition of the land 
will make a total of $12,370. We recommend that the town be asked to 
appropriate this amount. 

In order that the accommodations may be furnished for occupancy not 
later than the first part of September next, your Committee would urge 
the necessity for prompt action.

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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN.. 





It seems fitting that the Report of the Selectmen for the 
year ending January 31st, 1886, should begin with some 
allusion to the loss which the town has sustained since the 
last Annual Meeting, in the death of Mr. Oliver Whyte, for 
nine years a member of this Board, and for many years, and 
at the time of his death, Chairman of the Water Board. 

Mr. Whyte died May 3d, 1885, at the age of sixty-two. 
He was the last male survivor, living in Brookline, of a 
family which has furnished conspicuous public officers for 
almost every generation since the incorporation of the town, 
in 1705; indeed, his ancestors came to the town first in 
1654. Distinguished for his ability, fidelity, integrity, firm- 
ness, kindness of heart, and knowledge of municipal affairs, 
he was enabled, in the public positions to which he was 
many times reélected by the almost unanimous vote of his 
fellow-citizens, to perform services for which the town owes 


him a lasting debt of gratitude.

The growth of the town is greater than ever. The in- 
crease in valuation last year was $3,309,200, which exceeds 
the ratio of increase of any other city or town in the State 
for the same period. 

The town form of government continues to prove itself to 
be adapted to the ate demands. Warrants have been 
drawn for but three town meetings during the year: one for 
the Annual Meeting in the spring, one for the State Election 
in the fall, and one for a Special Meeting in February. 


58 REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN. 


With the three adjournments of the Annual Meeting, the 
town assembled six times in the year for public action. 

Ten years ago, in 1875, the town was convened in town 
meeting no less than nineteen times, and in the last century 
— in 1780 — seventeen times. The yearly average number 
of town meetings in the eighteenth century was about five, 
in the nineteenth century about six and one-third.

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POLIce. 


The Police Force has performed all its duties satisfac- 
torily during the past year, and is now well organized and 
equipped. Another horse and. an ambulance-wagon has 
been purchased, and the horses are now all kept at the 
stables of the Brookline Club, opposite the police station,— 
an arrangement superior in every way to the method hereto- 
fore employed, of keeping them at the engine houses. 

Full details of the police work for the year will be found 
in the Report of the Chief of Police. 


STREET LIGHTING. 


In the last Annual Report of the Selectmen there was sub- 
mitted a proposition by H. W. Burgett, Esq., to light the 
streets of the town with electric lights; and at the Annual 
Meeting, after discussion, the subject of street lighting was 
referred to a special committee to examine and report upon 
at the next adjourned meeting. 

In their report the committee recommended, + as'a basis 
of any system of lighting, that the streets should be lighted 
all night and every ant throughout the year; and also, in 
accordance with a proposition made to them by Mr. Bur- 
gett, to substitute in place of gas, within a radius of half a 
mile or so of the central part of the town, 50 electric lights, 
which were to displace 250 gas lights, the town to pay for 
the same at the rate of sixty cents per night for each electric 
light. The town accepted and adopted their report, and the 
details of the contract and location of lights, etc., were left 
to the Selectmen to arrange. 

A location for their poles and wires was granted the Elec- 
tric Light Company, and they began to put up their works 
at once. It was originally expected that they would be 
ready to commence lighting by the first of May, when the 
contracts then in force with the Gas Light Company and 
Messrs. Ritchie & Sons expired. As they were not ready at 
that time, the contracts with the Gas Company and Messrs. 
Ritchie & Sons were extended to July Ist, 1885, with 
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additional compensation for the all-night and every-night 
service, which began at that date. 


By the first of July the Electric Light Company had so far 
completed their works as to be ready to commence lighting 
the streets; and contracts were made with the three parties 
before mentioned to light the streets of the town from July 
Ist, 1885, to May Ist, 1886. We pay Messrs. Ritchie & 
Sons 64 cents per night for each oil light. We pay the 
Gas Light Company 124 cents per night for each gas light. 
These prices include the cost of lighting and extinguishing 
the lights and the repairs and cleaning of the lanterns, as 
well as the cost of the gas and oil which they burn. 


The cost of gas and lighting per post is a little more than 
it was the previous year. This is due to the fact that, in 
locating the electric lights in the central part of the town, 
as advised by the committee, the gas lights were left in a 
great measure on the outskirts of the town; and it costs 
nearly as much to light, put out and clean what are left as it 
did, or would, to take care of the whole of them. If this 
double system of lighting, which is not by any means an 
economical one, is to continue, some changes should be 
made in the location of the electric lights, so as to get the 
territory which is lighted by the gas and oil-lamps into more 
compact shape, and avoid the necessity of two or three sets 
of lighters going over the same ground twice each day or 
night, as they now do, to do the work which one set of men 
might do as well. 


In arranging for the electric lights, it was found that fifty 
lights would not suffice to light the territory which it had been 
proposed to light by this method, and something over sixty 
lights were put up. In making our contract for these lights, 
we were offered the option of paying for fifty lights at 60 cents 
per night, as proposed to the committee, or pay for sixty lights 
at 50 cents per night. As it costs the same either way, with, 
under some possible contingencies, a slight advantage in 
favor of the last proposition, we chose the latter. The com- 
pany are now running seventy-two lights. We are paying 
for 60 only. These 72 lights have displaced 212 gas-lights, 
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and 11 oil-lights. It seems, therefore, that instead of dis- 
placing five gas-lights with one electric light, we have 
displaced but a fraction more than three. This makes a 
much larger difference between the cost of lighting by gas 
or electric lights than was at first supposed ; and it remains 
for our pee to determine what method shall be adopted 
in the future. 

In May last there were, as per last year’s report, 440 gas- 
lights, and 104 kerosene-oil lights. During the year there 
have been added to the number 23 gas-lights. Five of these 
are changes from oil to gas; the rest, new lights, 14 of which 
were set in Fisher Avenue. As before stated, 212 gas-lights 
have been displaced by the electric lights, leaving the num- 
ber of gas-lights now in use 251. Five new oil-lamps have 
been added, and 16 displaced by gas or electric lights, leav- 
ing 98 oil-lights in use.

In the absence of any information as to what either the 
town or the lighting companies will do, we assume, for the 
purpose of estimating the cost, that the streets are to be 
lighted in the same manner, and the rates to be paid the 
same as we are now paying. This will require, —

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SEWERS. 


Alexis H. French, Civil Engineer, has had charge, 
under the general supervision of the Committee on Sewers, 
of the sewer construction of the past year. His report, 
printed in this volume, gives in detail the amount of work 
done, the cost of same, the amount of assessments levied, etc. 
By his report it will be seen that a change from what is 
known as the Combined System to the Separate System of 
drainage was made in the sewers leading from the School 
Street brook-sewer, by way of Cypress Street, Davis Ave- 
nue, Gorham Avenue, and Tappan Street, to Gardner Road. 
The desirability of this change was first brought to our 
notice by Edward §S. Philbrick, C. E., who strongly urged 
its adoption, wherever practicable, as a measure of great 
economy in sewer construction, as well as for other apparent 
good reasons ; and after consultation with him and Eliot C. 
Clark, Esq., Chief Engineer of the Massachusetts Drainage 
Commission, who fully endorsed the plan, we decided to 
adopt it. The following letter gives his views upon the 
subject : — :

Alfred D. Chandler, Esq., Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, 
Brookline, Mass. :— 


Dear Sir, —I understand that I am asked whether, in extending your 
sewerage system through Cypress Street, into the area bounded generally, 
by Aspinwall Hill, Beacon and Boylston Streets, it will be wiser to build 
sewers of sufficient size to remove the rain-water from said district, or to 
build sewers adapted merely to the removal of sewage proper, and pro- 
vide other methods for. disposing of the rain. 

I am somewhat familiar with your sewerage system; have a good map 
showing the topography of your town, and have personally inspected the 
district under consideration. 

In my opinion, it will be best to build the sewers with sole reference to 
removing the sewage proper. 

The following are my reasons for this opinion : — 


1. The present cost of such sewers will not be more than one-third as 
much as would be that for sewers to receive rain-water. 

2. Owing to the topography of the district in question, rain-water can 
be easily and cheaply diverted from the streets into the natural water- 
course; so that the future final expense of removing both sewage and 
rain will be less than it would be if the latter were carried in the sewers. 
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3. I do not believe that the outlet of your sewerage system, into Charles 
River, is a proper one, or can be maintained for many years without 
causing a nuisance. Should you ever be restrained from using that out- 
let, the cheapest and most expedient way of disposing of your sewage 
will be to join the Boston intercepting system. The practical difficulty 
and the expense of such disposition will be very much increased if your 
sewers contribute large amounts of rain-water.

H. A. Carson, C. E., in connection with Mr. French, 
was employed to determine the size of the sewers required. 
Although, in addition to the house-drains, we have put 
in a large amount of brick and pipe-drain, for the surface 
drainage, a considerable balance of the appropriation re- 
mains unexpended ; namely, $3,748.30. 

At the town meeting held Feb. 8, 1886, it was voted to 
construct a sewer from the foot of Sullivan Road by way of 
Gardner Road, Gardner Path, Washington and Park Streets 
to the School Street brook-sewer; also, sewers in a part of 
Cypress and Walnut Streets, and in Boylston Street from 
Cypress Street to Fisher Avenue; also, in a part of Sumner 
Road ; and the necessary appropriations were made therefor. 
We propose to arrange for building the sewer in Sumner 
Road at the earliest possible time, in order to enable the 
land-owners to construct the road over it within the time 
specified in their agreements with the town. As it is so 
near the close of the municipal year, the other sewers will 
probably be left for the next board of Selectmen to construct. 
As the necessities of some of the petitioners for these 
sewers are very urgent, we commend them to the immediate 
attention of our successors in office. 

Verbal requests for the extension of some of the sewers 
already authorized have been made; and as requests come 
in every year after the close of the annual meeting, we sug- 
gest that a vote be passed, similar to votes passed two and 
three years ago, authorizing the board to construct sewers, 
and pay for the same from the receipts from sewer assess- 
ments, when petitioned so to do, if, in their judgment, the 
public health and convenience require it.

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WASHINGTON STREET RAILROAD BRIDGE. 


On February 18, 1885, the County Commissioners entered 
a decree in favor of widening the Washington Street railroad 
bridge to the full width asked for by the Selectmen. A 
copy of the decree and of the plan is on file with the Town 
Clerk. By a law* then in force, but since repealed, an 
appeal was taken from this decree to the Railroad Commis- 
sioners by the Hon. William Aspinwall. The Selectmen did 
not believe that the law allowed a single disaffected citizen, 
with no property abutting on the bridge, to thus interfere 
with the wishes of the town and county in so great an im- 
provement. In this opinion the Selectmen were confirmed 
by the Hon. E. R. Hoar, and by Messrs. M. and C. A. Wil- 
liams, the attorneys for the town. Acting on their advice, 
the Selectmen filed in the Supreme Judicial Court a petition 
for a writ of prohibition to prohibit the Railroad Commis- 
sioners from taking jurisdiction of the appeal. This case 
was argued by Judge Hoar and Moses Williams, Esq., be- 
fore the full bench, in November last. The opinion of the 
court has not yet been given.t 


WHitkE PLACE. 


In connection with widening the Washington Street rail- 
road bridge, the town voted, on January 2, 1885, to accept 
White Place as a town way, as laid out by the Selectmen. 
The work of grading White Place and raising adjacent build- 
ings, where necessary, has been done at a cost, to date, 
within the appropriation of $12,000 made therefor. No 
litigation has arisen therefrom. The improvement to the 
neighborhood is universally admitted. 


Kent STREET AND Harrison PLACE EXTENSIONS. 


Petitions for a road, to be made at public cost, between 
Kent Street and Harvard Square, have been before the

_ _{ On February 26 (after the above report was written) a decision was given by the court 
in favor of the Selectmen, and a writ of prohibition was ordered to issue. 
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Selectmen and the County Commissioners, as reported last 
year. [Town Report, 1885, pp. 99, 100.] Both tribunals 
took jurisdiction, but the Selectmen maintained that it was 
irregular for the County Commissioners to act. 

The plan ordered last year of Mr. Frederick Law Olm- 
sted, which was to give suggestions not only for a way 
between Washington Street and Kent Street, but for other 
ways in that section, was received by the present board, and 
found to include a system of streets between the village and 
Longwood. 

~The board gave a public hearing on this, Sept. 30, 1885, 
and afterwards obtained further information needed. 

The Selectmen found that the action of the land- 
owners on the line of the proposed Kent Street extension 
was not favorable to its construction. Not one of them 
proposed to pay anything. Only two out of fourteen 
owners would give any land. They would not offer in any 
instance to help build the road; in most cases protested 
against the betterment law; and were not ready to sign a 
release; and it appearing that the road would not shorten 
the distance to Cambridge, or to Boston by Beacon Street, 
the Selectmen voted, on November 16, 1885, to lay the matter 
on the table. 

The County Commissioners gave hearings on the same 
question against the written protest of the Selectmen, and 
the Selectmen, under the advice of the attorneys for the 
town, unanimously voted that they be authorized and in- 
structed to take such legal measures as circumstances re- 
quired for the protection of the town and the maintenance 
of the jurisdiction held by the Selectmen. So far as 
known the County Commissioners have not acted further 
in the matter. 


ToxTETH STREET EXTENSION. 


On the plan submitted by Mr. Olmsted, showing a pro- 
posed treatment of roads between the village and Long- 
wood, Toxteth Street is extended from its present terminus 
at Linden Place to the Brookline station. The Selectmen 
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gave a hearing, September 30, 1885, to consider this exten- 
sion, and it appeared that the land-owners were not now in 
sympathy with the movement, and were not prepared to give 
their land or to help build the road. The route suggested 
was generally thought to be the proper one when the time 
should come for action. 


Bapoock STREET. 


On September 21, 1885, a petition was received asking 
the Selectmen to lay out. Babcock Street as a town way. 
This street was thoroughly built at private expense about 
sixteen years ago, and has since been open to the use of the 
public as an important thoroughfare between Harvard Street 
and Brighton Avenue. Previous attempts to lay it out as a 
town way failed because the owners of the fee in the street 
demanded a high price for it. Hearings were given by the 
present board on September 28 and November 28, 1885. 
Releases were obtained from the owners of the fee and from 
abutters, waiving all claims for damages, and subsequently, 
January 25, 1886, a right of way and drainage was obtained 
without cost to the town for the disposition of surface water. 
On January 30, 1886, the Selectmen laid out the street as a 
town way, at an estimated cost for grading and drainage of 
$4,000, and the town accepted the street as so laid out, on . 
February 8, 1886; for its location see ante, pp. 34, 35. 


SuMNER Roap. 


On February 20, 1882, a petition was presented to the 
Selectmen for a road to be laid out between Boylston and 
Tappan Streets, from Walnut Street to Gorham Avenue. 
The petition was referred to the next board. That board: 
received a petition dated April 27, 1882, to have the route 
of this proposed road changed so that its Tappan Street end 
would be opposite Gardner Road. On January 15, 1883, 
the Selectmen referred these matters to the next board. 
On January 24, 1883, a petition was addressed to the 
County Commissioners, asking them to lay out this road to 
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a point opposite Gardner Road. A public hearing was 
assigned on this last petition for June 7, 1883. At a 
special town meeting, June 6, 1883, the town voted ‘that 
the Selectmen appear before the County Commissioners and 
oppose the laying out of said street.” 

The grounds for this opposition were the unknown cost of 
the road, the heavy debt of the town, and the fact that land- 
Owners were not ready to give the land nor aid in the con- 
struction of the road. On June 19, 1883, the County Com- 
missioners dismissed the petition. 

A reason given for asking the public authorities to lay out 
a road between these streets was the want of concert of 
action between the numerous owners and heirs of estates. 
Months of time were required to unite these parties. The 
petitioners had no interest in the lands on the line of the pro- 
‘posed road, and they were made to wait until the intervening 
land-owners were induced to build a road there themselves, 
and to give the land therefor. The owners of four large 
estates, known as the Goddard, White, Rotch and Pierce 
estates, covering about 4,000,000 square feet of land, were 
prevailed on to join in a comprehensive treatment of their 
property between Boylston Street and the Boston and Albany 
Railroad, and to give the land and to build, without cost to 
the town, such roads: as were needed. One of these roads 
so built is in the line first petitioned for in 1882, from Boyl- 
‘ston to Tappan Street to a point opposite Gorham Avenue, 
the route to Gardner Road being abandoned as too costly, 
and undesirable. This road was made in 1884 at private 
cost, as far as the Boston and Albany Railroad. 

On April 25, 1885, a petition was presented to the County 
Commissioners, asking them to lay out a highway over this 
road, as far as made at private expense, and to extend it 
across the railroad to Tappan Street. Hearings were given 
June 22, July 2 and 13, and on July 15 the Commissioners 
dismissed the petition, admitting that a necessity existed for 
the way, but deeming the matter one to be determined rather 
by the local authorities. 

On Sept. 28, 1885, a petition for the same road was pre- 
sented to the Selectmen. Hearings were given October 19 
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and 26. This petition requested the application of the bet- 
terment law. The Selectmen finding that the cost of the 
bridge and the unfinished part of the road would be about 
$40,000, and believing that the betterment law would not 
work in this case to the satisfaction of the town, deferred 
their decision until the land-owners were induced to agree 
to give the land, and to build the unfinished part of the road 
to Gorham Avenue at private expense, if the town would 
build the bridge over the railroad. Proper agreements and 
releases were executed for this, and delivered to the Select- 
men; whereupon, the board, on Jan. 30, 1886, having 
obtained authority from the County Commissioners, under 
Public Statutes, Chap. 112, Sect. 125, to bridge the railroad, 
and the Railroad Commissioners having fixed the height of 
the bridge at 16 feet 6 inches above the rails, laid out the 
road; and the town, Feb. 8, 1886, accepted the same; for 
its location, see ante, pp. 38-40. 


GARDNER PATH. 


Gardner Path leads from Washington Street near Park 
Street to Gardner Road ; it is much used, and is in the line 
of a proposed sewer to take off sewage and surface-water 
from a part of Aspinwall Hill. The Selectmen gave hear- 
ings on this, Jan. 4 and 13, 1886, and laid it out as a public 
footway, Jan. 30, 1886, the land damages being $253.13; 
and the town, Feb. 8, 1886, accepted the same; for its loca- 
tion, see ante, pp. 36, 37. 


SULLIVAN Roap. 


A petition, dated Sept. 15, 1885, was received by the 
board October 12, asking that a private way, known as Sul- 
livan Road, now built, and leading from Gardner Road on 
the Aspinwall Hill, be laid out as a town way. A hearing 
was given on October 26 ; a release satisfactory in form to the 
petitioners was presented for signatures and the Aspinwall 
Land Company and Trustees of the Boston University were 
requested to furnish a plan and profile of the road. The 
Selectmen have received no further information from the 
parties in interest as to the release or the plan. 
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STREET BETWEEN SEWALL AND LONGWoop AVENUES. 


On July 13, 1885, a petition was received asking that the 
board lay out as a town way an unfinished street between 
Sewall Avenue and Longwood Avenue. A hearing was as- 
signed for this, Sept. 14, 1885, and due notice given, but no 
one appeared either for or against the petition, and in the 
absence of any information or release, the matter was laid 
on the table. 


CYPRESS STREET RAILROAD BRIDGE. 


In their report of last year, the Selectmen emphasized the 
necessity of having the railroad bridged at Cypress Street. 
The present board, early in the year, obtained a legal opin- 
ion on the rights of the town on this question, and on April 
27 and May 4, 1885, considered the presentation of a petition 
to the County Commissioners for action in the matter. 

A petition, dated June 29, 1885, numerously signed, was 
presented to the board October 12, 1885, asking the Select- 
men to petition the County Commissioners to have this 
Cypress Street crossing bridged. A hearing was given 
November 9, 1885, as a result of which the Selectmen voted 
to apply to the Railroad Commissioners to fix the height of 
the bridge at less than eighteen feet (the legal height) above 
the tracks, and the Railroad Commissioners, on January 5, 
1886, fixed the height at 15 feet 6 inches. The Selectmen 
also directed Mr. French, the engineer, to make sur- 
veys and to prepare a plan for use before the County Com- 
missioners, showing the alterations proposed at the crossing. 
This work is now under way, and involves the consideration 
of difficult and important questions. 


RELOCATION OF THE CYPRESS STREET STATION. 


On the petition of over fifty citizens, representing nearly 
$4,000,000 of taxable property in Brookline, the Selectmen 
gave hearings, December 30, 1885, and January 2 and 4, 
1886, on the relocation of the Cypress Street station at a 
site about 900 feet west of its present position. This meas- 
ure was brought forward by the petitioners to give im- 
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proved station facilities to a large part of the town, in con- 
nection with the laying out of Sumner Road, the bridging of 
Cypress Street over the Boston and Albany Railroad, and 
the development of a plan to give the growing central and 
southern section of the town a treatment worthy of its char- 
acter. After prolonged hearings a majority of the board, on 
January 6, 1886, voted to grant the request of the petition- 
ers, and to give the written approval required by statute. 

On the application of the Boston and Albany Railroad, Jan. 
18, 1886, to the Selectmen, for authority to relocate the 
Cypress Street station to the new site asked for by the peti- 
tioners, as above mentioned, the prayer of the Railroad was 
granted, and the written approval required by statute given. 

The Boston and Albany Railroad then petitioned to the 
Railroad Commissioners for authority to relocate this sta- 
tion, the law requiring their sanction as well as that of the 
Selectmen, and that board declined to assent to the proposed 
relocation. 

SIDEWALKS. 

The Selectmen recommend the adoption by the town of 
Sections 22 and 23 of Chapter 50 of the Public Statutes, 
relating to edge-stones, and the use of brick, flat-stones, 
and concrete, in making sidewalks. 


ASSESSORS’ PLANS... 


The plans made for the use of the Assessors, the various 
departments, and citizens generally, are on seventy-two 
large sheets, giving in detail the boundaries of all estates in 
the town. They are in constant use. Probably no city or 
town has a more complete set of plans of its real estate. 
By their aid about 2,500,000 square feet of land have been 
found which were not taxed. 


CLERK OF SELECTMEN. 


Mr. Charles D. Lincoln, after eleven years of faithful 
attention to the arduous duties of Clerk of the Board, has 
relinquished the position, and the Selectmen think it proper 
to say he has filled the office to their entire satisfaction and 
is entitled to the thanks of the town. 
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FrrE DEPARTMENT. 


The Fire Department is in a satisfactory condition, and 
has done its full share of watering the streets in the neigh- 
borhood of the several engine houses. We again desire to 
call the attention of the town to the need of providing suit- 
able quarters for the valuable chemical engine in the Long- 
wood district. The Report of the Fire Engineers gives 
details of work done. 


GUIDE-BOARDS. 


Guide-posts have been erected and maintained in all 
places where they are required by law. 

The following new guide-boards have been put up, which, 
with those given in the Selectmen’s report of 1885, from No. 
1 to 60, are herewith reported by the Selectmen as, in their 
opinion, such as the town ought to erect and maintain : —

The bath-house was open to the public from June 1st to 
October 1st. During these four months the number of per- 
sons taking advantage of the free use of ‘‘public baths” 
was an average of about sixty per day. Under the careful 
_management of the Superintendent no accidents of any kind 
have occurred, and by strict enforcement of the rules good 
order has been maintained. The buildings are in fair con- 
dition, but will need some slight repairs for use the coming 
season. 


LICENSES. 


At the last annual town meeting the town voted in favor 
of granting licenses for the sale of intoxicating liquors in 
Brookline. The Selectmen fixed the prices for licenses as 
follows : —

Thomas Quinlan, 
Jr., Francis C. Shannon, O’Day Brothers, public carriages. 
Four licenses were granted to junk dealers, and sixteen per- 
sons were licensed to collect bones and grease. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


The contract for making concrete sidewalks was awarded 
to C. W. Lynam at 60 cents per square yard for new walks. 

The contract for furnishing coal for the town buildings was 
awarded to Shepard Robbins & Son at $4.80 per long ton.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The Board of Health have the honor to submit the follow- 
ing report : — : 

The board reappointed George K. Sabine, M. D., its agent, 
under the statute, at a salary of $200 a year. Dr. Sabine 
has compiled the following statistical information, which is 
herewith incorporated into the report of the board. 

There have been reported during the year ending Dee. 31, 
1885, forty cases of scarlet fever, three of diphtheria, and 
nine of typhoid fever ; occurring as follows : —

It will be observed that the number of cases of scarlet 
fever reported is greater than for any year since 1877. 
This is probably owing to a number of local epidemics, 
seven cases having occurred in one instance in a single tene- 
ment house, and in another a number of cases occurred in 
a block of tenement houses, the disease apparently having 
been brought from out of town and then transmitted from 
one family to another. 

The number of cases of diphtheria is much smaller than 
for any year since cases were first reported, there haying 
occurred only three during the year. This is a remarkably 
small number. 

Of the number of cases of typhoid fever reported, at least 
two were imported. The number of cases reported does not 
probably represent all cases which actually occurred, as a 
certain number are always met with which are not suffi- 
ciently well marked for their true character to be deter- 
mined. It would be well if all such doubtful cases could be 
reported, so that the board might look after the sanitary 
condition of the dwellings where they occur, 

The board having discovered that cases of scarlet fever 
which were not attended by any physician occasionally were 
not reported, the following circular was distributed through- 
out the town : —

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BOARD OF HEALTH CIRCULAR. 
BROOKLINE, Dec. 7, 1885. 
As a number of cases have come to the knowledge of the Board of 
Health where children have been allowed to attend school from houses 
where scarlet fever existed, the attention of the inhabitants of Brookline 
is respectfully called to the following statute law : — 
The Board of Health considers small-pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, 
typhoid fever, and measles to come within the meaning of this chapter.

[Acts oF 1884— CHAPTER 98.] 
AN ACT CONCERNING CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


Be it enated, etc., as follows: 

SECTION 1. When a householder knows that a person within his family is sick of small- 
pox, diphtheria, scarlet fever, or any other disease dangerous to the public health, he shall 
immediately give notice thereof to the selectmen or board of health of the town in which he 
dwells, and upon the death, recovery, or removal of such person, the room occupied and 
the articles used by him shall be disinfected by such householder in a manner approved by 
the board of health. Any person neglecting or refusing to comply with either of the above 
provisions, shall forfeit a sum not exceeding one hundred dollars. 

Snot. 2. When a physician knows that a person whom he is called to visit is infected 
with small-pox, diphtheria, scarlet fever, or any other disease dangerous to the public health, 
he shall immediately give notice thereof to the selectmen or board of health of the town; 
and if he refuses or neglects to give such notice, he shall forfeit for each offence, not less 
than fifty nor more than two hundred dollars. 

Stor. 3. The boards of health in the several cities and towns shall cause a record to be 
kept of all reports received in pursuance of the preceding sections, and such record shall 
contain the names of all persons who are sick, the localities in which they live, the diseases 
with which they are affected, together with the date and names of the persons reporting any 
such cases. The boards of health shall give the schoo] committee immediate information of 
all cases of contagious diseases reported to them according to the provisions of this act. 

Stor. 4. The secretary of the Commonwealth shall furnish the boards of health with 
blank-books for the record of cases of contagious diseases as above provided. 

Srcr. 5. Sections seventy-eight and seventy-nine of chapter eighty of the Public Statutes 


are hereby repealed. 
Approved March 21, 1884. 


The number of deaths within the town was one hun- 
dred and fifty-one, against one hundred and nineteen in 
1884, and one hundred and forty-one in 1883. One only 
was from diphtheria, one from typhoid fever, one from 
whooping-cough, and two from scarlet fever. One case 
each of typhoid fever and diphtheria were removed to the 
hospital, where they died. Deducting the still-births, six- 
teen in number, it leaves one hundred and thirty-five deaths 
during the year; or, a mortality of less than fifteen per 
thousand. 

In view of the prevalence of small-pox in Canada, in the 
fall, and the very great likelihood of its appearing here dur- 
ing the winter, it was deemed advisable to erect a small- 
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pox hospital, and, accordingly, on October 12th it was voted 
to put up a two-story frame building in one corner of the 
lot on which the Almshouse stands. The building contains 
five rooms, and is sufficiently large to accommodate six or 
eight patients and two nurses, should necessity require it. 

The cost of the building completed and partially furnished 
was eleven hundred and twenty dollars and ninety-nine cents. 
The items are as follows : —

A building of this sort has been long needed, for had a 
case of small-pox occurred in the thickly settled part of the 
town previous to its erection, it would have been necessary 
to take some dwelling-house for a hospital. 

Forty-seven notices have been served for the abatement 
of nuisances. There have been four prosecutions for non- 
compliance with the orders of this board. 

On March 31, Dr. G. K. Sabine was appointed physician 
to give the legal certificate in the case of the death of any 
person, without an attending physician. 

On March 31, Thomas Mahon was appointed Inspector, 
or assistant agent for the board; and Alonzo Bowman was 
appointed Inspector of Milk. 

J. D. Gutterson’s license as funeral undertaker was re- 
newed. 

On April 28th a contract was made and signed with Fran- 
cis Mealey for the collection and removal of house offal for one 
year from May Ist, said Mealey to receive $300 therefor. 
The contract required, like that of preceding years, that the 
offal shall be removed from all dwelling-houses, restaurants,

meat, provision, and fish stores in the town every day except 
Sundays and legal holidays, during the months of May, 
June, July, August, and September, and three times a week 
during the remainder of the year. 

There have been granted sixteen licenses for the collection 
of grease, bones, etc. 

On September 21st the board caused a notice to be pub- 
lished in the Brookline Chronicle, urging upon citizens the 
importance of vaccination and revaccination, in view of the 
prevalence of small-pox in Canada and other localities. 

The following are some of the more important orders 
passed by the board : — 


Ordered, That no public funeral shall be held over the remains of any 
person having died of small-pox, scarlet fever, or diphtheria, without the 
written permit of the Board of Health; and under such regulations as may 
prevent the spread of either of said diseases. Ordered, further, that the 
remains of persons dying of either of said diseases shall at once be placed 
ina tight or sealed coffin, and shall not thereafter be exposed to view, or 
disturbed except for burial. 

Ordered, That no child be allowed to attend school from any house 
where there is, or has been, a case of scarlet fever or diphtheria, until 
the expiration of at least four weeks from the commencement of the last 
case. 

Ordered, That no dead body of any person shall be carried to any ceme- 
tery, or from one place to another within the town, in any public vehicle 
other than a hearse or undertaker’s wagon provided for that purpose. 

Ordered, That from May 1 to November 1 no vault shall be emptied 
by any other than the odorless process, nor by carts not of the Odorless 
Excavating Company, except permission be first obtained from the Chief 
of Police. 

Ordered, That the manure from livery and horse-car stables shall not be 
removed from the stables between the hours of sunrise and sunset. 


The Town Clerk’s report on the vital statistics of the town 
is given hereafter with the usual details.

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REPORT OF THE OVERSEERS OF 
THE POOR. 


The Overseers of the Poor have the honor to submit the 
following report : — 


ALMSHOUSE. 


The house and farm are going on well and we consider 
them as important as ever in the care of the poor of the 
town. There are only two inmates at present,— one man 
and one woman; the woman harmlessly insane and the 
man an invalid. We have had during the year thirteen 
inmates, of whom three have died and several others have 
been so ill that it has been necessary to provide special diet 
and attendance for them, for weeks together. One man 
who entered the Almshouse more than a year ago, much 

diseased and wholly unable to work, has so far recovered 

that he has left the Almshouse and is now self-supporting. 
This was accomplished by constant care on the part of the 
Superintendent and by a generous diet prescribed by Dr. 
Sabine. 

Our accounts show a slightly larger outlay for the running 
expenses of the Almshouse in proportion to the number of 
inmates than last year, which is accounted for by the extra 
diet and service for the sick, the cost of milk alone being 
more than twice what it was in 1884. 

We have received from the sale of wood and potatoes 
$252.25 (proceeds of the farm) — enough to pay half the 
salary of the Superintendent, and we expect in another year 
to raise enough hay to supply the stable. The land is being 
brought more and more under cultivation and made more 
valuable. 

Mr. and Mrs. Campbell continue in charge and are most 
satisfactory in all respects; it is greatly owing to their ex- 
cellent management that we are able to make so satisfactory 
a report. 
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Outr-Door Poor In BROOKLINE. 


Four widows with and four without children are now re- 
ceiving out-door relief from the town on the same terms as 
last year. They all pay for their own rent and fuel, and 
those who are able to do so, sew in return for the groceries 
allowed them. 


Out-Door Poor IN OTHER TOWNS. 


One family and two single women have regular partial sup- 
port in other towns at our expense, the rest of their necessi- 
ties being provided for by relatives in those places. 


OccASIONAL RELIEF. 


. Three families and five single persons have been occasion- 
ally relieved at our expense, in other towns. In some of 
these cases an outlay of a few dollars has been all that has 
been required. 

INSANE Poor. 


This remains the largest item of expense, and at present 
the cost cannot be diminished. We regret to report that 
in several cases promises on the part of the relatives of 
the patients to repay the town have not been fulfilled, and 
patients have been improperly, as we consider, thrown upon 
the public care. The Overseers will continue to make every 
effort to recover this money, but it is of course impossible 
to leave the insane at large. 


ORPHAN AND NEGLECTED CHILDREN. 


Sixteen children are now or have been under the care of 
the town during the year, ten boys and six girls :— 


Barrett. 1 boy, Patrick, boarding in Brookline, and going regularly to 
school; $2 per week. ‘ 

Bean. 2 boys and 1 girl. We were obliged to take charge of these chil- 
dren in consequence of the death of their mother and the neglect of 
their father. They were placed at the Temporary Home for Children - 
in Boston, and we paid board for them in the country to the amount of 
$75. They have now all been adopted in the same family, and have 
every prospect of being well provided for. 

Burkes, 3. These children remain under the care of their uncle, Martin 
Costello. We pay $10 per month for their board.

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Conley, Edward, is at the State Reform School, where he was sent last 
year by order of Judge Drew. We have paid $13 for him. 

Conway, Mary, daughter of John Conway, is still boarded with her aunt at 
$2 per week. 

Flaherty, Eugene and Annie, were consigned to our care by the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children, in consequence of the neg- 
lect and ill-treatment of their father. Annie Flaherty was sent to the 
House of the Good Shepherd, and Eugene, after being trained at the 
Almshouse for several months, has gone to an excellent place in the 
country, where he is now self-supporting. 

McNamaras, 3, (one girl and two boys) remain under the care of their 
step-mother. The girl is in a place, and we pay $1 per week for the 
boys, who go to school. 

McNamara, John, was assisted by the town until January Ist, 1886, but 
is now self-supporting. 

Thing, Henry, 6 years old; deserted by his parents, and boarded with 
friends in Wellfieet, Mass., at $2 per week. 


SELF-SUPPORTING. 

Since our last report, one man (James Cusick) and one 
woman (Lizzie Dolan) have become self-supporting, and 
two girls (Mary McNamara and Mary Cronan) earn partial 
support. 

: NEw CASES. 

No new permanent cases have been thrown upon the town 
this year. 

EXPENSE. 


The expense has been slightly larger than last year. Our 
weekly outlay for the Almshouse, the out-door poor, the 
children, the sick, and the insane, is $105.51; last year it 
was $100.13. 

Hitherto we have added to this $15 per week, or six per 
cent on the cost of buildings, etc.; but in view of the in- 
creased value of the Almshouse property this seems no 
longer necessary. 

SUMMARY. 

Sixty-two persons have received aid at some time during 
the year. Boston paid for six of these. The number regu- 
larly receiving partial support at this date is 37. Of these 
Boston pays for four.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE. 





The School Committee of Brookline respectfully present 
the following Annual Report for the year closing Jan. 31, 
1886, in compliance with the statute : — 

Immediately after the annual election in March last, the 
board was organized by the election of Rev. Leonard K. 
Storrs as Chairman, and William T. R. Marvin as Secretary. 
The Standing Committees were appointed in conformity 
with the rules of the board, as shown on the page pre- 
ceding. 

In the month of November last, Dr. David B. Van Slyck, 
who had long been a member of the board, and whose 
advice and counsel in many matters, especially in those 
pertaining to the sanitary condition and ventilation of the 
school-houses, had been of great value to us, resigned his 
membership, and removed to a southern city. His loss has 
been greatly regretted, and suitable resolutions expressing 
our appreciation of his services were adopted by the Com- 
mittee. Ata joint convention of the Selectmen and School 
Committee, Mr. William H. Lincoln, of Longwood, a for- 
mer member of the board, was unanimously elected for the 
unexpired term, and was assigned to the positions on the 
various sub-committees formerly occupied by Dr. Van Slyck. 

The following pages contain the statistics of our schools. 
The tables are self explanatory, and need no special com- 
ment. The number of pupils, as will be observed, continues 
to increase in about the same ratio as formerly, and, as will 
be mentioned more fully later, the result has been that some 


of the rooms are already inconveniently crowded.

TEACHERS. 


The changes in teachers have been very few. In the High 
school, Miss Abbie W. Deane, after a term of faithful ser- 
vice extending over nearly twenty-five years, —a period 
not exceeded by that of any of our teachers, with the excep- 
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tion of that of the Principal of that school and the Superin- 
tendent of the Grammar and Primary schools, —has found 
the condition of her health such that she has felt it necessary 
to ask for leave of absence for a considerable time, and this 
has been most cheerfully accorded her by the unanimous 
vote of the board. We hope that rest and change of air 
may in time enable her to resume work with her classes. 
The vacancy thus made was filled by the appointment of 
Miss Clara G. Fogg, who came to us with excellent testimo- 
nials, and who has been steadily at work since the opening 
of the present school-year.. The absence of Miss Deane, 
and the introduction of the study of German into the course, 
has rendered it necessary to make some few changes in the 
assignment of work to the others, but with this exception, 
the corps of teachers and the routine of duty remains as last 
reported. 


In the Grammar and Primary schools we note the follow- 
ing changes: Miss Swanton has been placed in charge of the 
new classes formed in the additional room of the Lawrence 
School. Miss S. Louisa Stearns, who has been teaching a 
number of years in different schools of the town, resigned 
in April last, and Miss Annie L. Howe was appointed in her 
place, and given her classes in the Boylston School. Miss 
A. EK. Edwards was placed in charge of the classes previ- 
ously taught by Miss Swanton in the Pierce Grammar School, 
and Miss Minnie E. Presby was appointed to the vacancy 
which this transfer caused, in the Ward Grammar School. 
The vacancy in the Ward Primary School caused by the 
resignation of Miss M. F. Taylor, was filled by the appoint- 
ment of Miss Susan C. Hayward. The other teachers re- 
ported last year, continue to serve us with fidelity, and with 
as general satisfaction as we can perhaps expect, when the 
various demands upon them are considered. They are, we 
believe, without exception, interested in their work, and in 
the scholars intrusted to their care; under the constant 
supervision of the Superintendent, and with such occasional 
advice as he finds it expedient to give, their methods have 
the approval of the board, and the year has been one of 
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quiet work, and with good results. It would be too much 
to say that we have accomplished all we hoped for, or pos- 
sibly all that might have been expected; but the material 
which forms our classes, changing more or less as it does from 
year to year, must prevent, from the nature of the case, the 
attainment of results of perfect uniformity, when comparing 
one year with another. 


There are certain difficulties that we have to contend with, 
which have been alluded to in some former reports, but 
which, owing to our neighborhood to the city of Boston, we 
cannot hope to overcome. The attractions of private schools, 
and the special inducements offered there, draw away a class 
of our children whom we would gladly retain in our public 
schools. The interest of the parents of these children, 
which would be of great assistance in raising our standard, 
and strengthen us in many ways, is diverted into other chan- 
nels, and lost to the town. How serious a loss this is, par- 
ticularly in the High school and the upper classes of the 
Grammar schools, is, perhaps, not fully realized by our citi- 
zens. We need their support, and their countenance, for 
the best interests of all the children of the town. The 
enthusiasm of teachers, and of pupils also, would be 
greatly quickened by the increased attendance and the lar- 
ger classes that would follow the return to our own schools 
of Brookline boys and girls that now go to the city; and it 
seems to us that a sincere regard for the highest welfare of 
all the youth of our town should lead the more thoughtful, 
at least, to consider this matter. From a careful inquiry 
into the comparative attainments of pupils who come from 
schools in other places to seek admission here; from the 
repeated losses that we have sustained in years past at the 
hands of committees from Boston and elsewhere, who have 
drawn away from us our teachers; and from a familiar 
knowledge of the work done here, we do not hesitate to 
say, that we believe that as a whole the Brookline schools 
are not surpassed in the quality of work, or in results accom- 
plished, by those of any of our neighboring towns or cities. 
We should be glad if the children of our citizens would 
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fill up the High school, so that the number desiring to pur- 
sue the two courses — English and Classical — would enable 
us to divide it more distinctly into a Preparatory School for 
college, and an English High school; for the classes could 
then be so arranged as to prevent some clashing of study- 
hours and recitations, which it is not possible to avoid under 
the present system; more time could be devoted to certain 
parts of the course, and in other ways its efficiency could be 
increased. But even now our present condition has some 
advantages which are often overlooked. The increased de- 
mand for work in English literature, introduced into the 
requirements for admission into college, has greatly modi- 
fied, within the last few years, the course of study in our 
best preparatory schools, and we have endeavored here to 
keep abreast of these requirements. More and more has 
to be accomplished every year in this direction, and the 
tendency has been of late to give English studies far more 
prominence in so-called distnclaele Latin AO than was 
the case until very recently. 


Hicu ScHoo.u. 


The year which closed last summer in the High school 
was the first that was completed under our new course of 
study. In place of any special report of the sub-committee, 
the Principal of that school has been requested to prepare 
and submit a detailed report of the condition of the school 
and the work accomplished, with such other suggestions as 
he might think desirable to offer, and extracts from this 
report are given below. 

Before introducing Mr. Hoar’s report the following statis- 
tics of the school are given :

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


‘To the Board of School Committee : — 


During the year ending January 30, there have been enrolled on the 
Register of the High school 135 different pupils. During the term just 
ended, there have been 105 different pupils, —19 in the First class; 20 in 
the Second class; 25 in the Third class; and 41 in the Fourth class. 

In September there were admitted 42 new pupils, — 35 from the Gram- 
mar schools of Brookline, and 7 from other schools. Their average age 
was about 143 years. As a class, it was larger than that which entered the 
school the year before; but three or four found that they could not do the 
work of the class, and therefore dropped out of the school. * * * * 

All the departments of the school are now taught in the order laid down 
in the Course of Study, as printed a year ago. The Classical Course, 
for the fifth year, however, has not yet been found necessary, as those 
who have entered college have been prepared in four years. But it seems 
wise to retain the Course for the fifth year. In schools designed espe- 
cially for fitting boys for college, five or six years are usually required ; 
and it should be no discredit to the pupils in the High School, if the 
younger ones spend five years in preparing to begin a college course: the 
more So, as there is a very prevalent sentiment that boys should not go to 
college before the age of seventeen. Bright boys entering the school at 
fourteen years of age can be fitted for Harvard College in four years. 
We have prepared in four years a good many who entered the school at 
twelve; but we are inclined to think that an additional year could be 
advantageously spent by such lads before entering college, though they 
might pass with credit an examination in the requisitions for admission. 
For the last thirty-one years, the school has sent each year, with one excep- 
tion, boys to Harvard, and their average age has been about seventeen. 
Those sent to the Institute of Technology have been a little younger. 


There are now in the school fitting or fitted for college, eighteen pupils, 
of whom four are girls. One of our girls entered Smith College, at 
Northampton, last September. There are seven fitting for the Institute 
of Technology. 

Of those who enter the school-two-third take Latin; the others take 

English Literature instead of Latin. But the Course of Study admits of 
arrangements by which pupils in Latin, if they have the time and ability, 
can take a partial course in English Literature. The increasing inclina- 
tion to do this, we believe, should be encouraged, even with those who 
intend to go to college; and it is gratifying to see that some colleges are 
increasing their requirements in this direction. 
\ This department in the High School has been broadened and improved 
yithin the last few years, with happy results. Even in the youngest 
class, the interest and delight taken in their English Literature are more 
than satisfactory. The present class have caught some of the enthu- 
siasm of their teacher, and are doing really excellent work. There is 
unusual interest in this department manifested by all the classes; the 
effect of it upon the future of their lives must be good, and an unending 
source of delight to them. 
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The Fourth class, which entered the school in September last, have 
given special attention to the works of Goldsmith, Campbell, Cowper, and 
Gray, including an abstract of the Contemporaneous History; with few 
exceptions, they have also glone well in Physical Geography, Latin, and 
Algebra. They have finished Warren’s Physical Geography; in Algebra, 
have reached Equations, involving two or more unknown quantities; and 
in Latin, have learned the first forty-eight lessons in Jones’s Latin Les- 
sons, including the translation of the English into Latin, * * * * 

The Third class have learned two Books in Geometry, including Exer- 
cises for original demonstration; and the boys have done well. In the 
Spring Term they began in Algebra at Involution, and finished the book. 
They began French in October, have learned one hundred twenty-one 
pages of Otto’s French Grammar, and have translated fifteen pages of 
Pyladet’s French Reader. Of Gage’s Elements of Physics they have done 
the experimental work of the whole matter in the first eighty-six pages, 
and have made recitations on the subject-matter. In Latin, they have 
learned the last fifty lessons of Jones’s Latin Lessons, and haye read ; 
nearly the First Book of Caesar’s Commentaries. In History and Litera- 
ture, they took up in the Spring Term the subject of the French Reyolu- 
tion, studying the events from the beginning of Louis XIV’s reign to 
the Battle of Waterlooo, and giving special attention to the works of 
Scott and Dickens. Since September, they have studied Old Ballads, 
Addison, Pope, Moore, and Byron. 

The Second class have accomplished the required amount in Geometry; 
have finished their Caesar, and have read nearly four Books of the 
Aeneid; have learned White’s First Lessons in Greek, and have read 
nearly ten chapters of Xenophon’s Anabasis; in English Literature, they 
have given special attention to the works of Thomson, Beattie, Burns, 
and Wordsworth, as well as to the history of the period, and to essay 
writing. They have likewise studied the history of the English Drama, 
and have carefully read Shakespeare’s Julius Caesar. In Chemistry, they 
have followed Elliot and Storer’s text-book, with laboratory work, as far 
as Metals. In Civil Government, they began with the Colonial Period. 
and have reached the Formation of the National Constitution. In 
French, they have done the prescribed work in the Grammar and in 
translation; they have likewise finished Lockyer’s Astronomy. 

The First class are doing exceedingly well; there are some fine schol- 
ars in this class; they are working in the right spirit, and with success. — 
In English Literature, they have studied Burke, Webster, Bacon, Irving, | 
and Chaucer, also Shakespeare’s Julius Caesar, and The Tempest. They 
have done the prescribed amount in French, have had three exercises a week 
in Political Science; have finished their Virgil, and read five Orations of 
Cicero; have read two Books of Xenophon’s Anabasis, and three Books 
of the Iliad. Attention has also been given to Botany, Ancient History, 
Rhetoric, Composition. Declamation, and the principles of Book 
by Double Entry. 


The above is but an outline of what is done in the school, and gives an 
imperfect idea of the full work of the respective classes. Bat we WY 
not time here to go into further detail. ;

We ought, however, to mention the class in German, that was formed 
last September, for the first time; they have learned one hundred sixty- 
six pages of Cook’s Otto’s German Grammar, and have already translated 
six pages of Schiller’s William Tell. The class thoroughly enjoy their 
work, and appreciate the instruction of an enthusiastic teacher. 

Bi-monthly examinations of all the classes in their several studies are 
conducted in writing; besides these, two semi-annual examinations are 
made in the year, conducted in the same way; and it is understood that 
the Committee on Examinations propose to reduce somewhat further this 
written work. * * * * ¥* +# 

The present teachers in the High school, I believe, are devoted to the 
interests of the school, are faithful, energetic and efficient. The one last 
added to our number is indefatigable in her efforts for the good of her 
classes, and has already proved herself a valuable member of our corps. 

There are belonging to the school some valuable books of reference; 
and it would serve the convenience of both teachers and pupils if others 
. could be added to our cases. A well chosen library of reference books 
forms a necessary part of the apparatus of the school. * * * * 

Though an addition was made to the school-house a year and a half 
ago, the house is now full. At the beginning of the term every desk was 
occupied. It seems, therefore, that immediate provision should be made 
for the further enlargement of the building on the other side of the house 
towards School Street, as contemplated when the recent addition was 
made. When this is done, I hope some provision will be made by which 
the boys can have a place and some simple apparatus for physical exer- 
cise, of which they now stand in great need, especially in stormy weather.

GRAMMAR AND PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 


The work in the Grammar schools has been carried on 
during the year in accordance with the requirements of the 
board and the course of study adopted some years ago. The 
Report of the Superintendent will be found appended to this 
report, to which we refer for a more particular account. 


PHYSIOLOGY AND HYGIENE. 


Immediately after the passage of the law requiring special 
nstruction in physiology and hygiene, ‘‘ with particular refer- 
ence to the effect of alcoholic drinks, stimulants and narcot- 
ics on the human body,” a special committee was appointed 
to recommend to the board suitable text-books for this study. 
The Superintendent was instructed to procure for the use 
of the members the various text-books on the subject lately 
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issued; a number of such works were also sent to the board 
by publishers, and a careful investigation of their character 
was made. 

It is proper to say that in our present course of study the 
subject of physiology and hygiene had long received special 
attention, and was a required topic. We had the advantage 
of the professional skill of Dr. Van Slyck in the examination 
of the text-books before us, which was freely and heartily: 
rendered, and was of great value in bringing about the de- 
cision finally reached as to the merits of the various books 
considered ; especially since many of the Committee felt that 
where there was so much that was meritorious in many of 
these works, yet their personal knowledge of such matters 
being necessarily somewhat limited, the opinion of a physi- 
cian was more valuable than their own unassisted judgment. 
As a result of our inquiries and his suggestions, it was — 

Voted, That in addition to the text-book instruction now given in physi- 
ology and hygiene, all the teachers in our schools be instructed to give 
special instruction as to the effects of alcoholic drinks, stimulants and nar- 
cotics on the human body, and that for that purpose Hutchinson’s ‘‘ Laws 


of Health” and Blaisdell’s ‘‘ Our Bodies and How we Live”’ be placed on 
the desk of every teacher in the High and Grammar schools. 


It was the opinion of the Committee that none of the text- 
books on this subject, which they could obtain, were adapted 
for scholars so young as those in the Primary schools, —a 
large proportion of them being not merely unable to read 
them, much less understand them, — but also that it was a 
matter of some doubt how low down in our classes it was 
possible to carry such teaching so that it would be of any 
value to these scholars. On inquiry it was found that the 
publishers of some of the best text-books on the subject 
were of the same opinion, and that books were in prepara- 
tion designed to meet this very want. The language of the 
law left us no option as to the necessity of giving instruction | 
on this topic, and pending the appearance of proper text- 
books the Primary teachers were directed to give oral in- 
struction for the present in the study. The sub-committee 
on Primary schools were directed, moreover, to make fur- 
ther inquiries, to obtain if possible and report a proper 
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text-book for instruction in these classes, should such seem 
desirable. 

Some excellent physiological charts have been procured, to 
assist in communicating knowledge in these important mat- 
ters to all our Paplnns; and the course of study has been 
referred to the different sub- committees, to ascertain if it be 
possible to give more time to this branch than is at present 
devoted to it. 


EVENING SCHOOL. 


The Evening school, which opened Monday, November 24d, 
has been in charge of Mr. E. P. Sherburne and Miss Mary 
O’Hearn. The whole number of pupils registered is 67, and 
the average attendance 23. 

The most of the pupils have been constant in their attend- 
ance, and many of them have made marked improvement ; 
but not until the Evening school is considered a part of the 
common school system will it fully accomplish the object for 
which it is established. 


THE INDUSTRIAL VACATION SCHOOL. 


The following is the substance of the report of the teacher, 
Mr. 8S. C. Griffin, with such additional suggestions as the 
Committee think needed : — 

The school opened July 6th, and continued ten weeks. 
Three classes of pupils of fourteen each were formed, vary- 
ing in age from 9 to 14 years. Each class received a daily 
lesson of two hours in length. During the first four weeks 
there were many changes, and an attempt was made to keep 
the places filled. - At this time, 59 different pupils had been 
in the school, and no new ones were afterwards admitted. 
After this the average daily attendance for a time was twelve 
in each class, and then fell to nine in the closing weeks. 

Those pupils who had been in the school the previous 
summer, were put in the same class, and spent the first two 
weeks in reviewing, and regaining lost ground in the simple 
use of the tools. They then took up simple forms of construc- 
tion, and continued this kind of work till the end of the ses- 
sion. The other two classes were kept on the most elementary

work for the first five weeks, and then began putting work 
together, following substantially the same course as during 
the previous year. Many of the more advanced pupils made — 
small bureaus, which will be of use to them in their homes. 
The quality of the work, as a whole, was fair, and as good 
as ought to be expected from boys of that age, and the 
short time given to the course. 

The moderate attendance secured was the result of the 
prizes offered, as in the previous year; but we have become 
satisfied that the method has not been sufficiently successful 
to be continued. As soon as the pupil found that he had 
lost the prize, through non-attendance, he lost to a great ex- 
tent all interest in his work. We agree with Mr. Griffin, 
that it will be much better to offer prizes to all whose work 
comes up to a reasonable standard of excellence. Such 
prizes, so far as they act at all, will secure attendance as 
well as increased care and interest in the quality of the work. 


We have carefully watched this experiment for the past 
few years, and feel sure that enough has been done to war- 
rant the conclusion, that these boys ought to have at least 
two lessons of this kind per week throughout the school- 
year, and continued as long as they remain in school. We 
should not expect much success, or much of permanent 
value, from any other study, pursued as this has been. We 
are also satisfied that two shop lessons per week will not in- 
terfere with the other studies of the school, and that they 
ought to be given just as soon as the proper room can be 
secured. Manual training is now a part of the current in- 
struction in between forty and fifty colleges and schools in 
the United States, and it seems certain that in one form or 
another this training will gradually work its way into our 
public schools. 

Nothing, in our opinion, would more largely promote the 
best interests of the town than the establishment and sup- 
porting of a fully equipped and well conducted manual train- 
ing school, for boys of the proper age and preparation ; 
thus by a three or four years’ course of judiciously com- 
bined mental and manual studies giving them a sound and 
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broad education, which should both develop special apti- 
tudes, and point the way to a probable field of usefulness. 
In the near future the town will be called upon to pro- 
vide new and enlarged school buildings, and this subject 
should, in this connection, be fully and carefully considered. 
We recommend the continuance of the Vacation school, 
with the usual appropriation of $250. 


ScHOooL ACCOMMODATIONS. 


The matter of additional school accommodations for our 
rapidly increasing population has been constantly before the 
board, and has given us more anxiety than any other sub- 
_ ject we have considered. The special committee appointed 
by the town having made a report in print,* it seems unneces- 
sary for this board to enlarge on the point at present. It is 
evident to all who have given it attention, that this subject 
will continue to press upon the town for some time to come. 
The further enlargement of the High school-house should be 
carried out, as originally planned, at an early day, and a 
large building for Grammar schools must soon be begun. 
This matter is referred to, with some definite statements as 
to the condition of our largest school-house, and mention 
of the points of pressure elsewhere, in the Report of the 
_ Superintendent. We recommend that the special committee 
on this subject be continued for another year. 

The Lawrence school-house has been enlarged since the 
last Report by adding two rooms, thus bringing the hall into 
the centre of the building, and nearly doubling the size of 
the edifice. One room was filled at once, on opening the 
year, and the other will be needed this summer ; indeed, it 
would now be occupied by the overflow from other rooms, 
did it not seem in the judgment of the Committee that the 
detriment to both scholars and teachers which would neces- 
sarily follow the bringing together of children from differ- 
ent teachers and classes, and the breaking in upon the year’s 
work at so late a period, to put these pupils under a new 
teacher, would be greater than the inconvenience arising

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from our crowded rooms. The increasing number of Pri- 
-mary school children in this neighborhood will require at 
no distant day the addition of that portion of the building, 
contemplated in its enlargement, specially intended for such 
classes. } 

Very great improvements in the sanitary arrangements of 
this building have been made, which became necessary in 
consequence of the enlargement, and though involving con- 
siderable expense, are well worth their cost. In this con- 
nection we mention the matter of 


DRAINAGE OF SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 7 | 

Frequent complaints of the lack of proper drainage at the 
Harvard school led your Committee to petition the Board of 
Selectmen to extend the sewer in Harvard Street to a point 
opposite the school-house, for the purpose of draining the 
building in a proper manner. The Selectmen informed us 
that the depth of the sewer in Harvard Street was insufli- 
cient, and that Beacon Street and Longwood Avenue were 
the only routes by which a sewer could be extended to the 
Harvard school, and that they had no intention of building 
sewers in either of those streets for the present. : 

Two ventilating shafts were connected with the privy vaults © 
during the summer vacation, but they do not remedy the evil 
complained of ; and as these vaults have been in use for nearly 
thirty-two years, we think it is time to discontinue their use, 
and to adopt some more modern appliances. 

We have examined into the drainage of the Pierce Gram- 
mar and High schools, and find the same condition of things 
there, the vaults in one case having been used for thirty-two 
years, and in the other case twenty-nine years. The sewer 
in School Street is available for these buildings, but for the 
Harvard school a leaching cesspool must be used. We have 
procured: estimates for building suitable water-closets, with 
automatic fixtures, in the basements of these three buildings, 
which are as follows : —

We recommend the closets with automatic fixtures for the 
High school, and those with the flush tanks for the Pierce 
Grammar and Harvard schools, and that there be appro- 
priated for building the same, and the necessary connections 
outside the buildings, the sum of $2,200.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS, 





To the School Committee of Brookline : — 


My report for the year ending January 31, 1886, is here- 
with respectfully submitted. 


The Grammar and Primary schools under your care are, 
as a whole, in a satisfactory condition. The quality of the 
instruction given, and the character of the work done by 
the pupils, for the year now closing, will, I think, compare 
favorably with that of any preceding year. I find that when 
the teacher has a well-matured plan, and carries it out with 
steadiness, consistency and good judgment, the pupils will, 
as a rule, perform a reasonable amount of careful, thoughtful 
work. | 

It is not true, however, that every pupil connected with 
our schools makes the best use of his time and opportunities, 
nor is it true that he is attached to his school or teacher. 
On the contrary, there are a few children to whom school 
work is distasteful. Restraint and a wholesome discipline 
make them chafe, and they sometimes openly rebel. I have 
made this small disturbing element in our schools a study ; 
have often talked with the children, individually and alone, 
with a view to ascertain, as far as possible, the cause of lack 
of interest in the work, and their excuse for unsatisfactory 
deportment. J have usually found that when the pupil re- 
spected his home, loved his father and mother, I was able 
to secure at least a partial reform; and by requiring him to 
report to me personally, once a week, for a time, as to his 
general deportment and fidelity, something in the way of 
reformation was accomplished. The cases which seem well- 
nigh hopeless are few indeed, and are due, I think, to rad- 
ical defects in home training. 
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DISCIPLINE. 


A mild, yet firm discipline characterizes most of our schools. | 
The number of cases of corporal punishment is steadily but 
surely diminishing, with no impairment in the order, but 
rather a gain in correct deportment. Eighteen teachers re- 
port no cases for the past year, and seven others have had 
but one case each. 

Your regulations require teachers to report every case of 
corporal punishment to the Superintendent within twenty-- 
four hours after infliction, together with the name of the 
pupil so punished, the cause and the severity. These re- 
ports are kept on file, and a record is made in the book of 
attendance. We discourage a resort to the use of the rod 
in ordinary cases of misdemeanors; but moral suasion and 
other mild measures sometimes fail to make much impression 
upon children who are defiant at home, disrespectful to the 
teacher and devoid of self-respect. With the aid of the 
truant officer, we are able to keep this class of children at 
school most of the time, and to get some work from them 
while there. 

In a few instances the home influence is so faulty or so 
weak that all attempts to secure the codperation of parents 
_ fail to be of any material aid to the teacher for the good of 
the child. It is only saying what every member of the Com- 
mittee knows, to add, that these pupils are a positive dam- 
age to their classes. What can be done with them? They 
must be kept at school somewhere. If their number should 
increase, — which we hope will not be the case, — it may be 
advisable at some future time to form a class with special 
reference to their needs, and place them in a room by them- 
selves, and thus relieve the regular classes from their pres- 
ence. That this plan would result in the greatest good to 
the greatest number, there can be no doubt. — 


Mora INSTRUCTION. 


Much has been said of late, in the journals of the day, at 
institutes of instruction, and from the pulpit, — generally in 
a spirit of kindly criticism, — upon what is assumed to be a 
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defect in public school training in a moral point of view. It 
is claimed by some that the children are not as well behaved 
as formerly ; that they are rude to strangers; that their lan- 
guage is coarse, and sometimes even profane ; that they are 
noisy in public places, and that they neither respect them- 
selves nor anybody else. 
It is very seldom, however, that any remedy is suggested 
which is at all practicable. Your rules relating to teach- 
ers say, ‘‘Good morals being of the first importance to the 
pupils, instruction therein shall be frequently given in each 
of the schools, and the principles of truth and virtue faith- 
fully inculcated.” | | 
Chapter 44, Sec. 15, of the Revised Statutes says : — 


‘“‘Tt shall be the duty of all instructors of youth to exert their best 
endeavors to impress on the minds of children and youth committed to 
their care and instruction the principles of piety and justice and a sacred 
regard to truth; love of their country, humanity and universal benevo- 
lence; sobriety, industry and frugality; chastity, moderation and temper- 
ance; and those other virtues which are the ornament of human society 
and the basis upon which a republican constitution is founded; and it 
shall be the duty of such instructors to endeavor to lead their pupils, as 
their ages and capacities will admit, into a clear understanding of the 
tendency of the above-mentioned virtues to preserve and perfect a repub- 
lican constitution and secure the blessings of liberty as well as to promote 
their future happiness, and also to point out to them the evil tendency of - 
the opposite vices.” 


This is explicit language; and while teachers are con- 
cerned more immediately in the development of the intel- 
lectual faculties, I believe, as a body, they are faithful in 
teaching the virtues just enumerated. 

The standard of morality which each child sets up for 
himself depends very much upon his home-life in all its 
relations to prompt and implicit obedience to parental 
authority in matters of punctuality, industry, self-control, 
self-respect, courtesy, neatness, generosity, and self-reliance. 
His street-life and his companions will influence him for 
good or bad, more or less, when not immediately under the 
eye of his parents. If the home fails in shaping the char- 
acter for good, the school, with its limited powers, can do 
little ; but the home, supplemented by the school, can do 
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much. The schools should be held strictly responsible for 
the faithful performance of all work which can properly be 
placed in their line of duty. It must be remembered, how- 
ever, that the school is but one of several factors to prepare 
children for usefulness in after life. The family, the church, 
the Sunday-school, the associations and surroundings, all 
exert an influence more or less marked, in the formation of 
character, and there can be no shifting of responsibility. 


CLASSIFICATION AND SCHOLARSHIP. 


In an intellectual point of view we have in our schools all 
phases of mind, from the brilliant shading down to a weak- 
ness bordering on imbecility, so low that no satisfactory 
progress in class work can be made. Then, again, some will 
be quite proficient in particular branches, and correspondingly 
weak in others. The question often arises, How shall we 
classify individual pupils, that they may derive the greatest 
possible benefit from their school privileges? Our school 
work is arranged for the great majority of children of aver- 
age capacity, whose health and opportunities enable them to 
pursue a systematic course of study with reference to definite 
results ; and these should be held strictly accountable for the 
faithful performance of all work properly belonging to the 
various grades. 

Tests which are made from time to time, under the direc- 
tion of the sub-committee on examinations, based upon pre- 
sumed knowledge of subjects taught, are calculated to reveal 
the condition of the schools in points of quality and thor- 
oughness of instruction, and of the general character of the 
pupils’ work. 

Your regulations provide, on certain conditions, for the 
promotion of pupils who may have been in the same grade 
for two successive years, notwithstanding they fail to reach 
the standard fixed for class prometion. This provision is 
not intended to make an easy transfer for the lazy, unfaith- 
ful or irregular pupils. Such questions as the following will 
wise in considering individual cases: What is the pupil’s 
uge? his physical condition? his mental capacity ? What have 
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been his past opportunities? what his habits of application ? 
how long will he, probably, be able to attend school, and 
can he attend regularly? These and kindred questions should 
receive some consideration. Each case, however, must be 
decided on its own merits, as no general rule can be laid 
down as applicable to all. 


ScHooL ACCOMMODATIONS. 


Since last September to the present time, we have had in 
the grammar and primary erades an average membership of 
more than a hundred in excess of the corresponding period 
a year ago. We have been obliged to assign to each of 
several teachers fifty-or more pupils, while, if we are to 
expect the best results, forty are as many as can profitably 
be taught by any one teacher. 

The Lawrence school was enlarged during the summer 
vacation by the addition of two rooms, one of which has 
since been occupied, and the other, from present indications, 
will be needed for grammar classes at the opening of the 
schools in September next. In September last, on account 
of the crowded condition of the Harvard Primary school, 
the second primary class was transferred to the Lawrence 
building and placed under the care of Miss Newton, who has 
since had fifty pupils in two classes — one grammar and one 
primary. From past experience, I am forced to believe that 
both the Harvard and the Pierce Primaries will need relief 
next September. The one vacant room at the Lawrence may 
afford sufficient relief for the year to come, but no longer. 


WarRD AND LINCOLN SCHOOLS. 


The school population in this section of the town has in- 
creased rapidly for the last two years. Between eighty and 
ninety beginners presented themselves at the Lincoln school 
at the opening of the schools in September, 1885. From 
present appearances, we shall need, at the beginning of the 
next school year, both rooms which the Committee contem- 
plate adding to the present Lincoln building. The Ward 
school was originally a two-room building, and stood on | 
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Brooklme Avenue. It was moved many years ago to its 
present site, and has since been enlarged by the addition 
of six rooms, making now an eight-room building. This is 
the most inconvenient building for school purposes in town. 
The halls, upper and lower, are narrow and dark; the stairs 
are badly arranged; but I can see no way in which either 
can be changed for the better. Rats have infested the build- 
ing for years; and they sometimes gain entrance to the 
school-rooms, where they gnaw the books and do other dam- 
age. In damp weather a disagreeable odor comes from the 
walls, which [ think is the result of long occupancy by rats 
and mice. All has been done to the present building in the 
way of ventilating and cleansing that can be done without 
incurring an expense not advisable in view of the probable dis- 
continuance of the building for school purposes at no distant 
day. We need a new building with modern improvements 
for the Ward school. 


; ScHOOL CENSUS. 

The school census was taken last May by Mr. D. H. Rogers. 
Never before have we had so satisfactory and complete re- 
turns. Our record of names, ages and residences of children 
of school-age is as nearly perfect as we can reasonably ex- 
pect it to be. Of course the list will need revising from 
year to year. We can now, by consulting the teachers’ 
registers, readily ascertain whether or not the children are 
attending school. If their names do not appear on the school 
registers, and they are not attending private schools, our 
duty concerning them is clearly defined in the statutes. 


Trext-Books. 


A year ago I stated quite fully our method of distributing 
text-books and other school material to the schools, and ex- 
plained the nature of the records kept by the teachers and 
the Superintendent. The plan works well, and we are able 
thereby to account for all material purchased and distributed. 
The label pasted in each book says: ‘‘If a pupil loses or 
unnecessarily defaces or injures a book, he must pay for it.” 
This, as far as practicable, we insist on. Several teachers 
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state that ‘‘ very many pupils have taken better care of the 
books than the same children would of their own property.” 
Much, however, depends upon the watchfulness of the teach- 
ers in securing a proper and economical use of all school 


material. 


Good feeling and a spirit of cheerfulness and earnestness 
pervade most of our schools. They are, I think, in good 
working condition. 

I wish to thank the Committee for their vigilance, for the 
deep interest they have taken in the welfare of the schools, 
for time so willingly spent in their behalf, and for counsel, 
aid and support extended to the Superintendent in his en- 
deavors to make the schools worthy of the confidence and 
patronage of the citizens of the town.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON ENLARGEMENT OF 
THE LAWRENCE SCHOOL. 





Plans were prepared for the enlargement of the Lawrence 
school-house, by Messrs. Peabody & Stearns, the original 
architects, and the contract for building was awarded early 
in the season to William Wood of this town, he being the 
lowest bidder. ‘Two pleasant school-rooms, with convenient 
halls and dressing-rooms, were added to the building; the 
objectionable privies in the rear were removed, and water- 
closets, connected with the sewer, were placed in the base- 
ment. The building was ready for occupancy in September 
last, and one room was immediately occupied; the other 
room will be needed in September next.

TWENTY-NINTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 





The twenty-ninth annual report is herewith submitted by 
the Board of Trustees, together with the report of the 
Treasurer and that of the Librarian. 

_. From the report of the Treasurer, it will be seen that the 

investments of the Gardner Fund and the Hall Fund have 
proved extremely fortunate, and that the capital has been 
considerably increased. The income has been regularly paid 
in, and has, as heretofore, been expended in the purchase of 
books of standard value, and of high merit. 

The report of the Librarian shows that the condition of 
the library has been materially improved, by the substitution 
of new for worn-out and defaced books. 

The present number of volumes is 30,842. 

The number of volumes added by gift or purchase during 
the year is 1,323. 

The average daily circulation during the year has been 137 
per day for home use, or 155 for home and library use. 

The total circulation for the year has been 47,394. 

Hon. Theodore Lyman, late member of Congress from 
our district, has during his whole term kept the library well 
supplied with Congressional publications and valuable Public 
documents. Several Government publications have already 
been received from Hon. F. D. Ely, the present member. 
The library is also indebted to the thoughtfulness of C. K. 
Fay, Esq., member of the State Legislature from this town, 
for a number of valuable State publications. 

The walls of the room over the Reference Library have 
been entirely covered with shelving, since the last report, 
which will be devoted mainly to Public documents. 

The growth of the library is steadily crowding the book 
hall, and the time is not distant when it will become neces-

sary to shelve the Trustees’ room, which will accommodate a 
large number of volumes. This will in nowise interfere with 
the continued use of the room for board meetings. 

An electric call-bell has been placed in the book hall, 
connected with a button on the side of the delivery desk. 
This will enable any one entering the waiting-room to com- 
municate immediately with the assistants, whose time, when 
not attending to book borrowers, is mostly occupied in covy- 
ering and labelling books, or other library work in the larger 
hall. 

Another improvement consists of an ingenious arrange- 
ment of copper conduits and brass tubing, by which the con-— 
densation drip from the three large sky-lights over the book 
and delivery halls is collected and conveyed through the 
brick partition-wall to the tank. It is hoped that this device 
will effectually do away with a trouble which has been a con- 
stant source of annoyance ever since the occupation of the 
building. | | 

Good order has been preserved in the reading-room and 
waiting-room, and the Trustees are glad to say, that they 
have had no occasion to avail themselves of the wise act, 
passed by the last legislature, for the prevention of lawless- 
ness and disturbance in libraries. 

The Trustees in closing would express their entire satisfac- 
tion with the prompt, conscientious, and thorough manner in 
which all of the library work has been conducted during the 
past year.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


BROOKLINE, Feb. 1, 1886. 
To the Trustees of the Brookline Public Library: 


GENTLEMEN, — The official returns for the library year 
ending Jan. 30, 1886, are herewith respectfully presented in 
this, my fourteenth annual report. 

The close of the twenty-ninth year finds the library still 
advancing in prosperity and usefulness, still pressing for- 
ward to higher and better work, with a measure of success 
which warrants present congratulation and the highest ex- 
pectations for the future. 

An institution so generously enriched by its friends, and 
so liberally sustained by the town, has a past of which it 
may be justly proud, — one which has won favor and appre- 
ciation at home, and a high reputation among the libraries of 
the land. 

CoNnDITION. 


Every year the condition and value of our collection of 
books is enhanced by new accessions, and the deteriorations 
of age and wear made good, as far as practicable, so that its 
general status is preserved intact. 

The present report has no exception to make in regard to 
the books or other property of the library, but finds every- 
thing in good working order. 

Contrary to last year’s prediction, we have withdrawn and 
replaced double the number of books that seemed probable 
at that time ; but the incessant wear of another year plainly 
showed the wisdom of replenishing our fiction alcoves, and 
the step was accordingly taken within the last two months, 
resulting in the withdrawal of 269 volumes, and the replace- 
ment of 214 of them. 

The condition of the books has been still further improved 
by rebinding 544 volumes, besides the innumerable instances 
of repairing done by the library assistants, which always goes 
so far towards keeping our books whole and. presentable. 
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Altogether the library now contains 30,842 volumes, and 
will soon overrun its shelving capacity, unless relieved by 
additional book space. | 


ACCESSIONS. 


The catalogue of accessions shows a total entry of 1,537 
volumes; but, as 214 of these volumes were to replace 
worn-out copies, we have a net gain of only 1,323 volumes. 
These additions are credited respectively, to purchases, 833 
volumes; to gifts, 609 volumes; and to newly-bound peri- 
odicals, 95 volumes. 

Many valuable and useful works are to be found in the 
list of books bought, including Leslie Stephen’s ‘* Dictionary 
of national biography”; Halkett and Laing’s ‘* Dictionary 
of anonymous and pseudonymous literature of Great Britain ” ; 
Grove’s ‘‘ Dictionary of music and musicians” ; Lippincott’s 
*¢ Biographical dictionary ” (new edition) ; Von Falke’s ‘«Art 
in the house”; Perrot and Chipiez’s Histories of ‘*Art in 
ancient Egypt” and ‘‘ Art in Phenicia”; Woltmann and 
Woermann’s ‘‘ History of painting ” ; Schliemann’s ‘‘Tiryns” ; 
Goodale’s ‘* Wild flowers of America”; Lotze’s ‘* Microcos- 
mos”; and many others, which will be found in the extended 
lists of the Gardner and Hall fund purchases, and also scat- 
tered through the general list of additions — Appendix D. 

In accordance with the kindly purpose of Mrs. and Miss 
Twichell, as announced in my last report, the library has 
received from them 274 additional volumes of public docu- 
ments during the past year, making their whole gift 456 
volumes. 

Numerous gifts have been received from various other 
friends, prominent among whom may be named Mrs. J. Ran- 
dolph Coolidge, Miss Helen Griggs, Miss Ellen Chase, Mrs. 
S. Dana Hayes, Mr. Edward S. Philbrick, Hon. Theodore 
Lyman, Hon. John W. Candler, Mr. Clement K. Fay, Mr. 
William L. Chase, Mr. George Dexter, Mr. Frederick Beck, 
and Rev. C. D. Bradlee, to whom, as to all other benefactors, 
the library tenders its grateful acknowledgment. 
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Beside the book accessions, I have to report the receipt of 
458 pamphlets, and 447 unbound periodicals, which com- 
pletes the story of the year’s growth. ! 


CIRCULATION. 


The principal features of circulation, as reported last year, 
remain equally true in the present instance, and I have again 
to record a decreasing number of books taken home, and an 
increasing ratio used in the library. 

For several years there has been a very gradual but per- 
ceptible change in the character of books drawn for home 
reading, and it is gratifying to assert that fiction is losing 
its old percentage, while more substantial reading is as cer- 
tainly gaining ground. Much of this is due to readers at 
large, but a very commendable proportion is directly attrib- 
utable to the growing tendency among the pupils of our 
schools, not only to consult books here, in connection with 
their studies, but to take them home —a praiseworthy fact 
over which we rejoice, feeling that it is more than equiva- 
lent to the loan of many thousand volumes on the old basis. 
This change, without doubt, affects our present statistics, 
although not accounting entirely for figures which fall 
below our general average, so far as home circulation is 
concerned. | 

On the other hand, the use of books in the library has 
shown most satisfactory results, an increase of nearly 600 
volumes being made last year. This we know to be largely 
due to the help that has been afforded, in matters of research, 
to whomsoever has sought it, more especially to the young 
people, who are beginning to learn the true value of the 
library, and coming freely to its stores for aid in their vari- 
ous studies and occupations. It has been our policy to meet 
this tendency with hearty encouragement and to foster this 
newly-awakened interest in every possible way, believing 
that such a course best fulfils the higher imterests both of 
the library and of the community. 

In connection with the circulating department we have - 
recently been obliged to issue a ‘*new series” of register 
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slips and library cards in order to secure a correct register of 
actual borrowers. 

Unfortunately in some cases, the impression seems to 
have obtained that new and arbitrary rules were being intro- 
duced, and that rights and privileges were to be restricted, 
whereas, nothing more formidable was asked than that each 
eard holder who desired to continue its use, should come to 
the library and sign a new register blank and receive a new 
eard,— all of which was in conformity with one of the regula- 
tions of the library, adopted at the town-meeting, Mar Af 25, 
1861, which says :— 


‘‘Any inhabitant of the town of Brookline, who shall sign an obligation 
to observe all the existing Rules and Regulations of the Library and all 
that may be subsequently adopted, shall have free right to take books 
therefrom, so long as he or she shall comply with the same.” 


Every person now using the library, or, holding cards in 
disuse has signed such an obligation, and these slips alpha- 
betically arranged form our vey autograph register of 
book-borrowers. ‘These slips and cards had been accumula- 
ting since the summer of 1871 and until they greatly ex- 
ceeded the present number of borrowers ; hence the necessity 
of correcting the register so that accuracy might be restored 
in our library records. 

This discrepancy was not, however, due to negligence or 
error on the part of the library, but to the changes which 
fourteen years have wrought in families (by reason of 
removals, long absence, marriages and deaths ) where the 
cards have never been given up to the library, and were to 
all intents and purposes still in existence as far as the library 
was concerned. 

It is easy to see that the simplest way out of the difficulty 
was to eancel the old register and form an entirely new one, 
which was accordingly done —and the wisdom of the meas- 
ure may be best demonstrated by contrasting the old reg- 
ister, containing over 6,600 names, with the new one of 
1,441 names. The latter register is not yet complete, but 
represents the constant users of the library. 

The statistical items of the circulating department are as 
follows: The library was open 305 days, in which 41,689 
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volumes were delivered for home use, and 5,705 volumes for 
use in the library, making a total delivery of 47,394 volumes, 
at an average of 137 per day for home use, or, a total average 
demand of 155 per day. The largest daily issue of the year 
occurred Saturday, January 30, 1886, when 310 volumes 
were taken for home use. 

There are no losses to report, and fewer injured books 
than last year, the fines on the latter amounting to $13.19. 
The sum of $137.12 has been collected on overdue books, for 
which 3,219 postal notices were sent. The total receipts 
from all fines amount to $150.31. , 


SUMMARY. 


A résumé of the year’s record, therefore, shows the

REPORT OF THE WATER BOARD. 


The Water Board herewith present their tenth annual re- 
port to the town. 

At the annual town meeting, held March 30th, 1885, 
Francis Hunnewell was reélected as one of the Water Board 
for three years; and the board organized April 7th, by the 
choice of Oliver Whyte as chairman. 

It was soon evident to those who were in daily intercourse 
with Mr. Whyte that his rapidly failing health must soon 
_ terminate his life’s work, and his death occurred May 3, 1885. 

The Board of Selectmen have spread upon their records a 
timely and suitable notice of Mr. Whyte’s death, and of his 
valuable services in that department. But it seems fitting 
that there should be devoted to his memory a single line of 
the annual report of this board, through which channel the 
town, for so many years, has had the benefit of his faithful 
and disinterested service, his quiet but decided purpose, his 
unimpeachable integrity, and a judgment which retained its 
vigor to the very closing hour of his busy, prosperous life. 

The water ordinances (Section 1st) require, in case of a 
vacancy occurring upon the board, that it shall be filled << at 
the next town meeting after the occurrence of such vacancy.” 
No circumstances arising that made it necessary to call a 
special meeting for this purpose, none was held until the one 
of February 8th, at which it was voted to defer all action in 
the matter until the annual meeting in March. 

The only other important change among the officers or 
employés of the work during the year, has been the resigna- 
tion of C. D. Lincoln, who has filled the position of Water 
Registrar very acceptably, since the organization of the first 
board in 1876, at which date the works were turned over 
to the town by the commissioners who had charge of estab- 
lishing the plant. 
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At the meeting of the board, November 24th, 1885, Mr. 
F. F. Forbes was appointed Registrar and Clerk pro tem. 

The building of the high service has occupied largely the 
attention of the board the past season, and the report upon 
the completion of the plant for that system being so recently 
distributed, it will be understood that reference is made only 
to the low service or main works in this report, except in 
cases where the high service is specially named. 


STREET MAINS. 


There has been laid the past year, as will appear by the 
Superintendent’s report, mains through the Jones Farm, so- 
called, Clark Road, Sumner Road, Sewall Place, Aspinwall 
Avenue, White Place (relaid), Ryan’s Court, Houlihan 
Avenue and Goddard Avenue. 


SERVICE PIPES. 


During the past year ninety service pipes have been added, 
making the total number since the introduction of the water 
1278. 

METERS. 

The use of meters, although steadily increasing, does not 
erow as rapidly as was anticipated, or as in most other places. 
similarly situated, where the water is supplied wholly by 
pumping and not by gravitation. Nineteen meters have 
been attached the past year, making the total number in use 95. 
The best advantage of meter-service cannot, of course, be 
obtained until their use can be made more general, as those 
only attach them whose fixture rates would be large, without 
reference to the amount of water consumed, and not where 
the greatest saving accrues to the town. If it were neces- 
sary, as it may soon become, that every consumer using a 
hose should have his water metered, the saving in pumping 
during the dry season would be very apparent. 


FILTERING GALLERIES. 
No repairs have been necessary upon the galleries the past 
year, and although an unprecedented demand was made upon 
them at times during the summer months, even up to twelve 
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hundred thousand gallons in twenty-four hours, the supply 
has been ample and the quality good. At the time of pre- 
paring this report the flood in this vicinity is at its height. 
Charles River has overflown its banks and reached a point 
never before known. Several inches of water stand: upon the 
floor of the boiler-room at the low-service pumping station, 
and the large pump is stopped, the air-pumps being sub- 
merged. ‘The small pump is being run by building a tempo- 
rary wooden exhaust pipe through a window of the engine- 
room, but no serious trouble is apprehended, as the water 
must rise two feet more before reaching our fires. — 

All but about one hundred feet of the galleries are under 
water, the western sections to a depth of from four to six 
feet, and there is more than two feet of water on the dam 
built last year to shut out the river water. In what condition 
the receding waters will leave the old galleries, is very diffi- 
cult to conjecture ; but it is more than likely that some re- 
pairs will be necessary, even if no work is done upon the 
spur galleries, and the board will ask for the reappropriation 
of the $500 voted last year but not used. Should any 
serious damage occur later on, the matter will be laid before 
the town in a supplementary report. 


BUILDINGS AND MACHINERY. 


The Engineer’s house has required some repairs the past 
year, which have been made, and the building thoroughly 
painted upon the inside. 

Some of the brick work of the engine-house has been re- 
paired and touched up; but while burning the bituminous 
coal it cannot be kept looking perfectly clean, especially 
about the boiler-room. | 

The machinery has needed no special repairs the past sea- 
son, and both pumps are in excellent working order. For 
further particulars under this head, see reports of Engineers. 


Our WarTER. 

Some few complaints have been made at various times of 
the peculiar taste or smell of our water, but all of them since 
November 1st, the date we stop the 16-hours daily pumping, 
as has been the rule followed the two past summers. It 
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has been demonstrated beyond question that spring-water 
like our own, stored in basins or reservoirs, however well 
constructed, soon becomes unpalatable, and finally obnox- 
ious to the taste and smell. Chemical analysis may not, and 
probably will not disclose any organic deleterious deposit, 
but the fact remains the same of its unpleasantness. The 
alga, a vegetable formation known in botany as one of the 
grand divisions of hidden plants, embracing sea-weeds or 
water plants, to which this change is attributable, is of very 
rapid growth, being found in our reservoir on Fisher Hill in 
large quantities within six days after it has been drawn off 
and cleaned out to the bottom stones. In fact, its growth 
is found to be more rapid after such cleansing, for the reason 
that a fresh stock of germs has been introduced with the new 
water supplied, and we have destroyed a multitude of small — 
fish which feed upon this substance and thus aid in keeping 
down the growth. During the summer months of 1884 and 
1885, from May Ist to November Ist, our pumps were run 
sixteen hours daily — namely, from 6 o’clock a. mM., until 10 
o'clock p. M., Sundays included — thus giving the consu- 
mers within these hours the water direct from the galleries 
without contact with the reservoir, the water in that being 
kept all the while to its maximum height. As during these 
periods no word of complaint was heard of the quality of the 
water, but on the other hand unqualified commendation, it 
would seem as though the remedy against any of the trouble 
of smell or taste was at hand, effective, and for the results to 
be obtained, not expensive. 

The remedy is, to restate, to pump sixteen to eighteen 
hours daily throughout the year, and to keep the reservoir 
full as a reserve for emergencies only, and not for daily con- 
sumption,— which could be accomplished with an increased 
maintenance, roughly estimated at from seventy-five to 
eighty dollars per month. : 

The complaints of the water come at present from so 
small a number of takers, that the Water Board do not feel 
justified in recommending this increased appropriation; but 
the facts are thus placed before the town for such action as 
may appear for the general welfare.

The only petition presented for the extension of the high 
service was the one acted upon in town meeting, Feb. 8th, on 
4,000 feet of eight-inch main in vera lie Street, at an 
estimated cost of $6,055.26, to be paid for from the unex- 
pended balance to the credit of the high-service construction 
account,—the petitioners agreeing to pay five per centum per 
annum upon the cost, for Ae years. 


INCREASE OF MAINTENANCE. 


As the plant is extended year by year the cost of main- 
taining the works must increase in like proportion, and, as 
the Engineer intimates in his report, it is not unlikely the 
pumps may have to be run the coming season 24 instead of 
16 hours, as has been done the two years past, to meet the 
increasing demand. 


EXTENSION ACCOUNT. 


It will be noticed upon reference to the figures of the 
total cost of construction of the main works, that the sum of 
$649,474.56 has been expended to date. By the original 
Act of the Legislature, granting the right to construct the 
works, etc., the town was authorized to issue water bonds 
to the sum of six hundred thousand dollars. Of this amount 
$591,000 was issued. The balance, say $58,474.56, has been 
raised either from the tax levy or from water receipts. The

question has been raised as to the legality of this course, and 
it has been thought of sufficient importance by the Water 
Board to bring the matter before the town thus specifically, 
for such action as may seem necessary.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the Brookline Water Board :-— 

GENTLEMEN, — I have the honor to present herewith the 
annual report of the Superintendent for the year ending 
January 31st, 1886. 


EXTENSION OF STREET AND HiIGH-SERVICE MAINS. 


All work in this department has been done by the day, 
with the exception of the rock excavation, which was per- 
formed by contract. 

The first object in view has been to secure good work, 
work that will last for years ; and in this respect we seem to 
have been quite successful, at least to this time, as no leak 
or other defect of any kind has been discovered in nearly 
six miles of pipe laid the past season.

SERVICE PIPE. 


More new service pipes have been laid the past year than 
for any other year since 1877. This, coupled with the labor 
of changing many supplies from low to high service and con- 
necting over where the mains have been relaid, has made it 
one of the busiest seasons in this department. 2 

Cement-lined iron pipe has been used in most cases, and 
with certain improvements which have been made in putting 
the lengths together, we think it the best kind of iron pipe 
for underground use. 

Three old services have been disconnected at the main the 
past season and 90 new ones put in, making total number to— 
date 1278; of these 1222 are now in use and 56 shut off. 
Quite a number of those now shut off are supplies to pas- 
tures, stables, etc., and are in use as a general thing during 
the summer. 


RESERVOIR, (GROUNDS AROUND Bouse STATION, AND 
FILTERING GALLERIES. 

Under these heads nothing new has been done; the labor 
expended was strictly in way of maintenance. 

The canal to admit water from the river to the gravel beds 
surrounding the filtering galleries was in use a part of last 
season, and continues to work very successfully. 

With economy in the use of water, the galleries will prob- 
ably furnish a sufficient supply for the town for years to 
come, with such help as spoken of above and with extensions 
which can be made in the immediate neighborhood. 
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HYDRANTS. 


The hydrants have received the usual amount of care, 
mostly in the way of inspection. Very few repairs have been 
necessary the past year. 

Perhaps it is well to state Hare that the hydrants on 
Chestnut Hill Avenue, Warren Street northerly from Cot- 
tage Street to Dudley Street, and Gardner Road, are sup- 
plied from low service, and are not very serviceable in case 
of a fire without the aid of the steamer. 

By opening and shutting gates on Gardner Road and War- 
ren Street, and by putting in a connection at Chestnut Hill 
Avenue, the high service could be turned on to these dis- 
tricts probably sooner than the steamer could be got into 
position, provided it was the duty of some one to work these 
gates as soon as an alarm should be given. 


LEAKS. 


With the exception of pipe broken or otherwise injured by 
the sewer construction, the leaks have been as follows: In 
street mains there were two leaks,—one in a lead joint, very 
small and easily stopped, and one in 16" main. The pipe was 
found cracked and it was necessary to replace about a half 
length. In the force main there were three leaks, all occur- 
ring in the swamps. They were repaired without much 
trouble. The California pump was able to take care of the 
ground-water for two of them, the other required the use of a 
steam pump for this purpose. 

In service pipes there were seven leaks,—one caused by 
peat mud eating through the enameled pipe, the other six 
by bursting of the old 3” 23-lb. tin-lined lead pipe. ‘This 
weight is not heavy enough for our pressure, and has not 
been used for several years. 


CONSUMPTION. 


The consumption of water is too large, and any one who 
examines the following table can see the reason for it. 

It is hoped that those water-takers who think that a small 
stream of water allowed to run through a fixture to prevent 
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freezing or save plumbers’ bills amounts to nothing, will very 
carefully examine the table spoken of above. During the 
coldest: weather the flow of water from the reservoir in the 
middle of the night is nearly equal to the amount consumed 
during the busiest part of the day. It is hoped that a strong 
effort can be made the coming season to prevent this waste. 
It hardly pays to hire extra help for this purpose as long as 
our supply is sufficient, and as there is no high service to 
build this year, the regular employés will probably be able 
to give considerable time to this work.

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LOW-SERVICE ENGINEER’S REPORT. 


PUMPING STATION, BROOKLINE WATER WORKS, 
West Roxpury, Feb. 10th, 1886. 
To the Brookline Water Board :— 

GENTLEMEN,—I have the honor to present the report of 
the Engineer for the year ending January 31st, 1886. 

There have been 35 million gallons more water pumped 
than last year. Should we have a dry season next summer 
it will be necessary to run the engine night and day. Con- 
sequently an extra fireman will be needed for the summer 
months. 

Engine No. 2 has been thoroughly overhauled, and is now 
in first-class condition. By attaching a condenser to it, it 
would be fully as economical as Engine No.1. Engine No. 1 
needs some slight repairs, which I will make next month. 

A damper regulator was attached to the boilers last 
November. It regulates the steam pressure to within one- 
fourth of a pound, and, so far, has effected a saving of over 
ten per cent in fuel, the duty of the engine for the last 
quarter of the year being ten per cent better than for the first 
three-quarters, and twenty per cent better than for the cor- 
responding quarter of last year. (See Engine Record.) 

The boilers have been inspected several times during the 
year, and are in good condition. Furnace No. 2 has been 
relined and new grate-bars put in. Furnace No. t needs 
repairs and new grate-bars. 

As bituminous coal is liable to ignite spontaneously at any 
time, I would respectfully recommend that anthracite coal be 
used for the future, and as the freight and storing of the coal 
forms a considerable item of the cost, I would suggest that 
only the best quality be purchased. 

The cost of pumping (per million gallons) is less than last 
year. The duty of the engines is also better. I subjoin the 
engine record, which shows the amount of water pumped, 
coal consumed, etc.

HiGH-SERVICE PUMPING STATION, 
BROOKLINE, Feb. 1, 1886. 


To the Brookline Water Board : — 


GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to present herewith the 
report of Engineer of the High-Service Pumping Station for 
the year ending January 31, 1886. 

The pumps were started for the first time July 1st, but 
water was not let into the stand-pipe until July 23d. The 
pumps were in operation about twenty hours previous to 
the 1st of August for testing pipes, puddling, etc., consum- 
ing 6,612 pounds of coal. : 

On August 26th the pumps were run three hours whilst | 
the counter was disconnected, and the number of gallons 
pumped at this date are not included in the report. 

The amount of coal as given in the table while pumping 
includes starting fires. 

No repairs as yet have been required. The pumps are 
running very nicely, considering the short time they have 
been in operation. 

It would not be practicable at this time to give a duty 
of the pumps, as they are in operation but a few hours, not 
oftener than one day in a week. : 

The pumps, boiler, and everything in and about the build- 
ing are in good condition.

REPORT OF THE PARK COMMISSIONERS. 


The Park Commissioners have to report that since the last 
annual meeting, they have been able to make but one pur- 
chase of land for the Riverdale Park, that being a lot on 
Brookline Avenue, bought of Peter E. Brandley, and con- 
taining 3,200 square feet, making the amount thus far 
acquired 1,038,753 feet (about 24 acres), at a cost of 
$18,957.87, —an average of about 1,8 cents per foot. 

The Boston Park Commissioners being compelled, by the 
want of appropriations, to defer the construction of their 
portion of the park, we are still obliged to wait for their 
cooperation. 

We have, however, united with them in requesting Mr. 
Olmsted to give us detailed plans and specifications, with 
estimates of the whole cost of construction, and we hope to 
be able before long, at least to give the town full information 
as to the probable cost of constructing the park. 

Our expenses for the past year have been $73.81. 

We ask for an appropriation of $800 for the ensuing year.

GENTLEMEN, — I respectfully submit my tenth annual re- 
port of the work done, and the expense incurred, in the 
Highway department, for the year ending January 31st, 
1886. 7 

The amount appropriated at the annual meeting for the 
support of highways, including removing snow from side- 
walks, was $20,000. Labor was performed for sundry par- 
ties, and bills for the same amounting to $85.03 were lodged 
with the collector. The amount expended was $20,160.80.

There are now twelve horses in the stable; one belongs to 
the Health department; of the remaining eleven, four are 
old horses which have been in continuous service for thirteen 
years; two of these are now unfit for our work, and must 
be exchanged for younger horses; the other two will do 
some time longer. The other horses, with the exception of 
one which is under veterinary treatment, are in excellent 
condition. 

A contract was made in December, for the delivery during 
the winter and spring of 25,000 small granite paving-blocks, 
at $25.00 per M., which is much less than we have been 
paying for the same blocks. They are now being delivered, 
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and will be used during the coming season in paving cross- 
ings and gutters. If some of our existing gutters were 
widened, and new gutters paved on many of our roads, the 
expense of repairs would be much lessened. 

To have all our streets in good condition, at all seasons of 
the year, would require that many of them should be practi- 
cally remade ; but with the recent appropriations, it has not 
been possible to do any considerable amount of new work, and 
at the same time meet all the other requirements. In the last 
fifteen years, with the large increase in the extent of public 
streets and sidewalks, and the demands of a much larger 
population, there has not been any corresponding increase in 
the appropriation for the support of highways, as the follow- 
ing table, which does not include special appropriations, will 
show : —

I think the time has come when the appropriation must 
be increased. In this connection, I would: again call your 
attention to the great need of a ledge-lot, in which the large 
stone-crusher may be permanently located. 


Bracon STREET RETAINING WALL. 


An appropriation of $1,100 was made for the purpose 
of rebuilding the retaining wall on Beacon Street, on land 
of Mr. H. M. Whitney, which had been in a dangerous con- 
dition for some years, and of which a portion had already 
fallen. After consulting Mr. Whitney, it was decided to 
support the roadway by filling, and the material left on the 
trenches of the new water-pipes and sewers in Aspinwall 
Hill was used to make the embankment. ‘The culvert was 
extended, and a brick catch-basin and new fences were built, 
the cost being $977.64. 
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STREET CROSSINGS. 


In addition to the usual repairs, new crossings of North 
River stone and granite blocks were put in the following 


places : — 
Heath Street at Heath Place, Harvard Street at Alton Place, 
Cypress Street at Boylston Street, Juniper Street at Morss Avenue. 


Longwood Avenue at Sewall Avenue, 


North River stone was substituted for granite blocks in 
the crossings on Boylston Street at Washington Street and 
at Kerrigan Place. 

Crossings of coal-tar concrete were put in across — 


Brook Street at Aspinwall Avenue, Sumner Road at Boylston Street, 
Monmouth Street at Carlton Street, Tappan Street at Gardner Road, 
Harvey Street at Irving Street, Gardner Road at Tappan Street. 


Clark Road at Boylston Street, 


The cobble-stone paving, which makes driving over many 
of our crossings so unpleasant, is being removed, and small 
granite blocks are substituted where necessary. 


WATERING STREETS. 


Contracts for watering the streets were awarded to the 
same parties, and at the same rates as last year. In May, Mr. 
James McBurney’s contract was transferred to Mr. Michael 
Rourke. Eleven teams are supplied by the contractors, at 
the rate of $115.00 per month for each team; three teams 
are supplied by the fire department. The appropriation was 
$8,000, and $7,897.04 was expended. 


SIDEWALKS. 


The amount appropriated at the annual meeting for side- 
walks was $4,000. Bills against sundry parties, for one-half 
the cost of making sidewalks, amounting to $792.16, were 
lodged with the collector; $4,693.90 was expended in the 
following manner : —

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CARE OF SEWERS. 


The old sewers and brook channels controlled by the town 
were thoroughly cleaned before the warm weather, and the 
lateral sewers were inspected from time to time, and when 
necessary they were cleaned. Most of the lateral sewers are 
self-cleansing, but they should be frequently examined, partic- 
ularly in very dry weather when they are not flushed by rain 
storms. In some cases, long sticks, hoops and other things 
were dropped through the holes in the manhole covers, and 
serious results might have followed if they were not promptly 
removed. Only one serious stoppage of sewers has been 
found, but residents on Morss and Walter Avenues have suf- 
fered during heavy rain storms, by reason of the sewage 
backing up through the water-closets into their cellars. <A 
change in the connection of the catch-basin chutes has been 
made, which it is hoped will be sufficient to stop the nui- 
sance, but if it does not, it will be necessary to relay the 
sewer ata greater depth. In cleaning the village sewer it 
was necessary to use the steam pump. 

The catch-basins were cleaned as often as necessary, and 
the expense, as heretofore, was charged to this account.

COLLECTING ASHES. 


The cost of collecting the ashes and dry dirt weekly 
throughout the town was $1,422.12, exclusive of the value 
of the labor of the horses employed, which were kept at 
the expense of the Highway department. We are collect- 
ing this winter more than one hundred and twenty-five loads 
a week. As the town owns no low lands, this large amount 
of filling is given to individuals owning low lands nearest to 
where it is collected. 
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The labor of collecting ashes is now so great that arrange- 
ments are being made to keep a team constantly employed 
at this work, instead of trying to do it on Fridays and Sat- 
urdays, as heretofore. A horse has been purchased, and 
a cart is building, and the change will probably be made in 
March. The town will be divided into six districts, a sepa- 
rate day assigned to each, and due notice will be given to 
householders. 


PuBLiic GROUNDS, AND SUNDRIES. 


A fence was built around the Fairmount gravel pit, and a 
willow hedge was planted under the direction of Mr. F. L. 
Olmsted ; two of the grass-plots in front of the Town Hall 
were regraded, and the usual work on the public lots and 
around the public buildings was done, the cost of all being 
$724.93, which amount was charged to contingencies. 

The grounds around the extension of the Lawrence school- 
house were graded at a cost of $177.74, which was charged 
to the building appropriation. 

The labor of finishing and grading the grounds through 
which the School Street brook sewer was built in 1884 was 
done, under the direction of Mr. French, by men of this 
department, and the cost of that work, as well as of making 
new connections with the catch-basins in Park Street, was 
charged to the appropriation for that sewer. 

Sundry work, in connection with the building of sew- 
ers, not covered by the contracts, was done, the cost being 
charged to the appropriations for building the sewers. 

Sundry other work was done for the various depart- 
ments, and the cost was charged to the proper accounts. 

The customary schedule of property belonging to the 
department is on file in this office.

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REPORT ON SEWER CONSTRUCTION. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen of Brookline: — 


GENTLEMEN, — The following is my report « on the sewer 
construction of the past year: 


All of the sewers laid by the town previous to last season, 
have been built on what is known as the combined system, 
that is, adapted to disposing of both surface-water and sew- 
age by one system of channels. The sewers laid in Harvard 
and St. Paul Streets are of this class, and the estimates of 
cost for the sewer in Cypress Street, Davis Avenue, Tappan 
Street, Gardner Road, and Sullivan Road were made on that 


basis. 


In the combined system, it is obvious that the channels 
must be made large enough to carry away the maximum 


_ amount of sewage and storm-water which can reach them by 


means of the house connections and catch-basins ; and it is 
a well-established principle that for suburban territory in 
New England, provision must be made for carrying away a 
continuous rain-fall of half an inch an hour, from the area . 
draining into the sewer. It very frequently happens, how- 
ever, that it is better from a sanitary point of view, as 
well as being more economical, to discharge the surface- 
water into the nearest water-course, even should the necessity 


exist of laying drains for the purpose, and save the difference 
in cost between the large channels required when they are 


built on the combined system, and that when they are built 
large enough for house drainage only, on what is called the 
Separate system. 

The Cypress Street district, and the area draining either 
naturally or artificially through it, offered a particularly 


favorable opportunity for the application of the separate sys- 


tem, from the existence of the water-course which follows 
the valley near the railroad and through private land to 
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Chestnut Hill Reservoir. This brook will afford convenient 
points for discharging the surface-water from the system of 
streets contemplated for the large area which naturally drains 
into it, and will admit, singularly well, of the application to 
this area of the separate or small-pipe system of sewers. 


Another very strong reason in favor of the separate sys- 
tem in Brookline, where it is feasible, is the possibility that 
eventually we shall be restrained from draining into Charles 
River, and that our sewers will become a part of the Boston 
system, as is proposed by the Massachusetts Drainage Com- 
mission. In that event, Brookline’s annual outlay for pump- 
ing, use of the intercepting sewer from St. Mary’s Street to 
Moon Island, reservoirs and maintenance, should be depend- 
ent upon the amount of work which her drainage imposes 
upon the Boston system. It will, therefore, be the part of 
wisdom to divert to the sewers as little as possible of the 
storm-water which can be kept in the natural channels. 


It having been considered best to apply the separate sys- 
tem to that part of the town which is to drain through 
Cypress Street, it was decided that its carrying capacity 
should be made equal to, or somewhat in excess of the water 
supply of the drainage area, which is about 1,690 acres, on 
the basis of an average population of twelve persons to the 
acre using water at the rate of two hundred gallons per head 
per day, and with the further condition that the sewers 
should run only half full. 


The minimum size adopted for lateral sewers was eight 
inches in diameter, although the above method of computa- 
tion of sizes would frequently give diameters very much 
smaller. 

The twelve-inch sewer in Sullivan Road is temporarily 
made to discharge into the eight-inch sewer in Gardner Road 
flowing toward Tappan Street. It is designed, however, to 
eventually take the surface water from a considerable part 
of the summit of Aspinwall Hill, and should, as soon as 
practicable, be extended toward Washington Street, and 
connected with the School Street brook sewer at Park 
Street. | 
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The surface water from Aspinwall Hill, south of Sulli- 
van Road, has been provided for by a system of channels 
beginning at a point in Tappan Street where it is crossed 
by the brook, flowing from the playground into the channel 
along the railroad, and has been extended up Tappan 
Street to Gardner Road, of the sizes, etc., given in the 
table. It will finally become necessary to extend it as 
far as the depression, about 1000 feet south of Beacon Street. 
Provision has been made for taking into this drain the sur- 
face water of the projected streets in the Blake estate. A 
branch drain has been carried up Gardner Road far enough 
to dispose of the surface water which flows from the summit 
at Sullivan Road. 

The School Street brook sewer was unfinished at the date 
of the last report, there remaining at that time the restoring 
of grounds, fences, etc. This work was done early in the 
spring. 

The details of sewer and surface drainage construction, 
cost, and sewer assessments levied for the year, are presented 
in the appended table.

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REPORT ON ASSESSORS’ PLANS. 





This work was commenced in the fall of 1884, and the 
surveys completed in the summer following, excepting a 
considerable area in the vicinity of Hammond Street, (where, 
on account of the foliage, the work should be done in the 
winter,) and several small detached areas in other parts of 
the town. 

In the construction of the plans the town has been divided 
into areas 1,000 feet by 1,500, by meridians of longitude and 
parallels of latitude, and the part of the town lying east of 
the meridian passing through the Cypress Street playground, 
_ drawn on a scale of fifty feet to an inch, while that west of 
the above meridian is on a scale of one hundred feet to an 
inch; the change being made in consequence of the very 
great difference in amount of material to be shown in the 
easterly, or more thickly settled, part of the town as com- 
pared with the westerly part. 

The plans show all buildings, indicating whether they are 
built of wood, brick, or stone; all land lines, owners’ names, 
and areas, the latter not claiming to be absolutely correct 
excepting where access has been had to perfectly correct sur- 
veys (which is true to quite a large extent), but can be 
relied upon to within one-half of one per cent. 

About one hundred acres of land which escaped taxation 
have been found, a considerable part of which lies in the 
easterly part of the town, and must have an appreciable 
effect upon the tax levy. 

In the complete plans there will be seventy-four sheets. 
_ The estimate of cost was $1,800.00; the expense to date 
$1,698.38. To finish the work and enter such changes of 
ownership, division of estates, etc., as have occurred during 
the year, will cost about $200.00.

The organization of the department remains as last year, 
excepting that Mr. A. S. Paige has been promoted to be 
Inspector of Police, with the rank and pay of sergeant, — 
a well-merited promotion. 


CRIME. 


We have been remarkably exempt from the depredations 
of burglars and housebreakers the past season, while nearly 
all of the towns and cities of Eastern Massachusetts have 
suffered more or less severely. This may be attributed to 
the special precaution taken the past season — that of send- 
ing out officers in plain clothes in the early evening, care- 
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fully noting all strangers and persons of suspicious appear- 
ance arriving by the ordinary lines of travel. No more than 
two cases of housebreaking of any considerable account has 
occurred the past year. 


ENFORCEMENT OF THE Liquor Law. 


We have prosecuted illegal dealers in intoxicants with 
considerable vigor, and with a fair degree of success. Every 
suspected violator of this law has been promptly prosecuted — 
whenever sufficient evidence could be obtained to warrant 
criminal preceedings. Fifty-two search warrants have been 
served; four hundred and twenty-three gallons of various 
kinds of liquors have been seized, and disposed of by order 
of court. Very little intoxicating liquor is sold in this town 
openly by unlicensed parties. 

The illegal sale of liquors is confined mostly to small 
dwelling-houses, with, in some cases, a small store in front, 
and the stock will rarely exceed a few quarts, which are gen- 
erally kept secreted, and the premises present few if any — 
traces of the paraphernalia usually employed in this traffic. 
Few citizens are aware of the difficulties encountered in the 
enforcement of this law. We have to contend with a class 
well posted in all the evasions that may be used to circum-- 
vent the law, and ever on the alert for all who would inter- 
fere with their illegal traffic. The police are left to their 
own resources to combat the legal and other technicalities, 
and obstacles thrown in their way by subterfuge and cunning, 
in many cases without the moral support of the community 
at large, which in most criminal proceedings is a very neces- 
sary factor to ensure success. 

Among the many anonymous letters received, some are 
evidently written by persons of intelligence, who complain 
of violations of this law, often, as they allege, to their great 
discomfort ; but, if by any chance I happen to discover the 
writer, not one atom of evidence can be obtained. I desire 
to do my full duty in this, as in other violations of criminal 
law, and invite information from any one who is willing, in 
good faith (not anonymously), to give such information. 
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THe Mountrep Patron 


have done excellent service patrolling in the day-time all 
that part of the town lying south of the Boston & Albany 
Railroad and above Cypress Street. This is a very impor- 
tant and efficient part of our service, for the patrolling of 
the suburban parts of the town with mounted officers enables 
me to concentrate the officers on foot in the more densely 
inhabited parts of the town, and on the great lines of travel 
between the city and town. The more I consider the neces- 
sities of our peculiar field of labor, the more I am convinced 
that, while we may enlist into our service horses, and elec- 
trical machines, both of which are valuable aids, there is no 
method or machine that will enable us to dispense with the 
watchful care and educated experience of trained minds in 
order to make a success in this branch of the public service. 


The overflow of the idle and vicious from the large city 
on our borders, especially on Sundays, is a source of great 
annoyance to many of our citizens, and taxes our utmost 
energies during the summer and autumn months. 

The detective work of the department has been performed 
- in a satisfactory manner by the officer specially detailed for 
the purpose, assisted by other officers as occasion required. 

The probable employment of several hundred laborers on 
the Fisher Hill reservoir construction, during the coming 
summer, will add largely to the labors of the police. There 
is a constantly increasing demand for police service in the 
town, especially during the summer and autumn months. 

A great deal of extra work has been done the past year, 
especially during the vacation season, and it is with pleasure 
I state that all calls for duty have been promptly and cheer- 
fully responded to. 

Our equipment and facilities are not excelled by any police 
force of its size. We have four good and well equipped 
horses, and a police wagon or ambulance, all kept so near 
the station as to be available in a very few minutes, day or 


night. 
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Much interest has been manifested by members of the 
force in the emergency lectures recently given by Surgeon 
Blanchard, and they will be of great value to the depart- 
ment when occasion requires. ) 

Our thanks are due to the Engineers of the Fire Depart- 
ment for courtesies received. 

With thanks to the Board of Selectmen for their kind 
considerations, and to the Committee on Police, who have 
supported me in every good work, my thanks are espe- 

cially due.

Examinations of samples of milk are made at this office 
almost daily. Samples from all, or nearly all, of the licensed 
dealers have been made by Prof. Feser’s patent lactoscope, 
lactodensimeter and crenometer. ‘This apparatus is used and 
approved by chemists and inspectors of milk in Boston and 
many of the cities and towns of Massachusetts. By this 
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examination the addition of any foreign element in any con- 
siderable quantity, for increasing the quantity or quality of 
the milk, can be readily discovered. I have submitted two — 
samples only for chemical examination, the purchasers feel- 
ing sure there was something wrong with the milk. In both 
instances the milk was pronounced good. <A good deal of 
interest has been manifested by dealers in milk in the exam- 
ination and purity of the milk sold. Many dealers have 
voluntarily brought samples to the office for examination and 
test. The tendency and result of this interest is obvious. 

Many samples of milk taken from dealers here, and tested 
by officials of the State Board of Health, have been found 
correct. 

No prosecutions have been made. 

Valuable assistance, suggestions and advice have been 
kindly rendered me by Dr. G. K. Sabine.

REPORT OF THE FIRE ENGINEERS. 


ENGINEERS’ OFFICE, 
BROOKLINE, Feb. 6, 1886. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen : — 


GENTLEMEN, — According to custom, and in pursuance of 
the ordinance in relation to the Fire Department, we here-_ 
with respectfully submit our annual report for the year end- 
ing January 31, 1886. The report, though brief, will be 
found to contain a list of members, a description of fire 
apparatus in use, and an account of losses by fire during 
the year, with the amount of insurance on property damaged, — 
as near as could be ascertained. 

During the year there have been seventeen alarms of fire. 
The loss upon buildings and contents was four thousand three 
hundred dollars and fifty cents ($4,300.50), that amount being 
recovered by insurance. 

A detailed statement of fires and alarms is appended. 

The organization of the department remains the same as 
reported last year. 


APPARATUS. 


Hose Carriage No. 1 is in good condition, but being too 
heavy for one horse to draw when loaded, the board would 
again recommend the purchase of a hose-wagon to take its 
place, the cost of which would be about four hundred and 
fifty dollars ($450). . 

Hose Carriage No. 2 and Hook and Ladder No. 1 have 
been in service ten years, and are still in good condition, 
and by being painted and varnished will last the town for 
some years to come. 

The Chemical Engine, by the addition of new wheels the 
past year, is now in first-class order.

The house on the corner of High and Washington Streets, 
occupied by Hose 1 and Steam Fire Engine, and the house 
on Washington Street occupied by Hose 2 and Hook and 
Ladder 1, having been painted and varnished throughout, 
the past year, are now in good repair.

REPORT ON SUITS TO WHICH THE TOWN IS A PARTY, 


Boston, Feb. 24, 1886.

Chairman Selectmen of Brookline : — 
DraR Sir, — We make the following report of the suits 
in which we have been of counsel for the town, to wit : — 


ETRST, — 

TOWN OF BROOKLINE vs. JOHN SHERMAN. 

This was an action of replevin to recover certain furniture; 
removed from the engine house of the town on the night of 
April 21, 1882. 

The finding of the Superior Court having been in favor 
of the town, the defendant took the case to the Supreme 
Judicial Court upon exceptions. The case has been argued 
before that court, and a final decision rendered in favor of the 
town. In accordance with this decision, certain other arti- 
cles removed at the same time from the engine house, which 
the officer who served the writ was unable to find, have been 
returned; so that now, as we are informed, all the articles 
taken have been returned. 


SECOND, — 


’ CATHERINE FOSTER vs. TOWN OF BROOKLINE. 


This was an action of tort brought to recover damages for 
injuries alleged to have been received by a fall on the plank 
sidewalk on Boylston Street (Bradley’s Hill). 

Having investigated this case, and consulted with the 
Selectmen, we advised that it should be settled by the pay- 
ment of seven hundred and fifty dollars, which was accord- 
ingly done. 

THirp, — 

SaraH Fo.try vs. TOWN OF BROOKLINE. 

This is an action now pending in the Superior Court for 

Suffolk County, brought to recover damages for injuries - 
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alleged to have been received by falling on an icy sidewalk, 
on High Street, in Brookline. 

The plaintiff alleges that, in consequence of the ice, which 
the town negligently allowed to remain on said walk, she 
was thrown down, and broke one of her arms, and injured 
her back and spine; and she claims damages for these 
injuries. This case is now on the trial list and will probably 
be reached some time within the next three months. 


FourtTH, — 


HORACE COUSENS ET AL. vs. TOWN OF BROOKLINE. 


This was a petition for damages, alleged to have been sus- 
tained by the taking of a portion of the defendant’s land, on 
the corner of Harvard and School Streets, for the brook — 
sewer. , 

The case was tried at the last December term of the Supe- 
rior Court,. at Dedham,—a view of the premises being 
taken by the jury, — and resulted in a verdict of $1,090 for 
the petitioners. A motion for a new trial was made, and 
overruled; and the case has been settled by the payment of 
the above amount and the costs. The amount awarded by 
the Selectmen was $417.14, and the amount claimed by the 
petitioners was $2,500. 


Fiero, — 
Mary B. PIERCE vs. TOWN OF BROOKLINE. 
ARTHUR RotTCcH vs. TOWN OF BROOKLINE. 


These two cases, which may properly be classed together, 
are petitions to recover damages for the taking of a portion 
of the petitioners’ lands, on Fisher Hill, for the laying of the 
pipes of the High-Service Water Works. 

In accordance with the statute, under which the town 
proceeds in constructing its works, three commissioners 
have been appointed to assess the damages; namely, Eras- 
tus Worthington, Esq., of Dedham; John S. Farlow, Esq., 
of Newton; and Charles U. Cotting, Esq., of Brookline. 
This board has held one hearing and the cases have been 
adjourned, subject to the call of the board. 
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SEXTH, — 
EMELINE TROWBRIDGE vs. TOWN OF BROOKLINE. 


This is a petition brought in the Superior Court at Ded- 
ham to recover damages for the alleged drainage of two wells 
on the petitioner’s estate, near the junction of Washington 
and School Streets, which the petitioner claims was caused 
by the construction of the Cypress Street sewer. The case 
will come up for trial at the April term at Dedham. 


SEVENTH, — 


ALFRED D. CHANDLER ET AL. 
Us. 
THE RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS AND WILLIAM ASPINWALL. 


This is an application for a writ of prohibtion to restrain 
the Railroad Commissioners from proceeding with a hearing 
on the matter of the widening of the bridge in the Village. 
A decree was made by the County Commissioners from 
which Mr. Aspinwall endeavored to take an appeal. The 
case was heard before a single Justice of the Supreme Ju- 
dicial Court and was reserved by him for the full Court. It 
was argued before the full Court in November last, but no 
decision has yet been made.*

For the Reconstruction of White Place. 


At the Special Town Meeting of January 2d, 1885, it was — 


Voted, That the sum of $12,000 be appropriated for the purpose of defraying the cost of 
constructing White Place as accepted and laid out, and that the Treasurer be authorized 


to borrow said sum under the direction of the Selectmen.

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REPORT OF THE ASSESSORS. 


The Assessors, having finished their labors, beg to sub- 
mit their annual report : — 


The growth of the town the past year has surpassed our 
most sanguine expectations, — the increase in property being 
three million three hundred and nine thousand dollars, of 
which one million six hundred and fifty-four thousand is 
personal estate, and one million six hundred and fifty-five 
thousand dollars is real estate. This is the largest increase 
of any one year since 1872; and the great proportion of 
personal property is especially gratifying, as it is largely the 
result of an important accession of new tax-payers. Of the 
forty new dwelling-houses erected during the year, nearly 
all are of a superior class, and some of them very costly. 
The development of the plans of the Aspinwall Land Com- 
pany, and the Goddard Land Company, is bringing into 
market a large amount of land of the most attractive char- 
acter; and, with the improvements on Fisher Hill and that 
vicinity, promises to add largely to the taxable property of 
the town, as the projected improvements are completed. 

The surveys of Mr. French have furnished the Assessors 
with much needed information, and his set of maps, showing 
the true quantity of land in the various estates, will be of 
great value. 


Regarding the question of the best method of keeping the 
books of the Assessors, and making out tax-bills,— which 
was committed to the Assessors at the last town meeting, — 
they beg to say, that the present system of assessing by 
streets is of great advantage to the Assessors, in enabling 
them to compare contiguous estates, and thus preserve an 
equality of taxation, the lack of which would create much 
dissatisfaction on the part of the owners. An index of streets 
is attached to the tax-book, -by which any citizen of the

town may find any person or estate without difficulty. As 
to the need of an alphabetical arrangement, such as most 
towns in the State furnish in their copy to the State every 
fifth year, that, we think, is effectually supplied by the 
alphabetically arranged tax-list, which is published every 
year in the Town Reports, and which, we are informed by 
the Tax Commissioner, is amply sufficient for his require- 
ments. No other town, that we can find, publishes such a 
yearly list as Brookline; and we think it ought to be con- 
sidered sufficient for all reasonable requirements. But if it 
be thought otherwise by the town, the Assessors would rec- 
ommend that a copy of the tax-book be made with an 
alphabetical arrangement, to be kept by the Collector where 
the public may have access to it in business hours. 

As to the form of the tax-bills, the statute requires that 
they be made and issued by the Collector. We are informed 
by him, that so far, not more than fifteen tax-payers in any 
one year, have requested detailed tax-bills, which he has 
found no inconvenience in furnishing. It seems, therefore, 
that there is no call for additional expense in this direction. 

The work of the Assessors is so largely increased that it 
has become necessary that a clerk be provided for the 
board, who could also make up the alphabetical copy. 

We present herewith a condensed statement of the taxa- 
tion of the town, with a table of aggregate of expenditures, 
debt, valuation, and rate, up to the present time.

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LOWN BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE I.—THE CALLING oF Town MEETINGS. - 


SEcTION 1. The Selectmen, whenever it is possible, shall, 
before calling any town meeting, post notices of their inten- 
tion so to do, in at least ten places in the town, at least fif- 
teen days before the time of such meeting. Printed notifica- 
tions of all annual town meetings shall be left at the place of 
residence of every legal voter in the town, at least four days 
before the day upon which the meeting is to be held; all other 
town meetings may be notified by printed notices, posted 
in at least twenty public places in the town, and by publica- 
tion in any newspaper published in the town, or in the city 
of Boston, and that said publication be at least twenty-four 
hours before the time of said meeting. The notifications 
shall, in all cases, contain an enumeration of all subjects 
specified in the warrant. 


ARTICLE IJ.—TaAxkEs. 


Src. 2. All taxes shall be assessed according to law, and 
the tax-bills shall be delivered as soon as the assessment is 
completed. 

Sec. 3. All taxes shall be paid on or before the tenth 
day of October in each year, unless otherwise ordered by the 
town; except bills for Poll Taxes only, which shall be paid 
within ten days after presentation thereof. 

Sec. 4. The Assessors shall keep a record of all abate- 
ments of taxes, the names of the parties taxed, and the rea- 
sons for, and amounts of, abatement. 

Sec. 5, In all cases where tax-bills are not paid at the time 
specified in the third section, it shall be the duty of the Col- 
lector forthwith to issue a summons to each delinquent; and, 
if such delinquent do not pay the amount of his tax within 
ten days after the issuing of the summons, with twenty cents 
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more for the summons, the Collector shall issue his warrant 
to an officer, who shall forthwith proceed to collect the amount 
due, in manner provided by law. Six per cent interest shall 
be charged on all tax-bills from the time they respectively 
become due until paid, unless otherwise determined by the 
town. 


ARTICLE IJI.—Convryances OF Town PROPERTY. 


Sec. 6. The Town Clerk shall have the custody of the 
Town Seal. . 

Sec. 7. All conveyances under seal, which may hereafter 
be executed on behalf of the town, pursuant to a vote of the 
town or otherwise, shall be sealed with such seal, and sub- 
scribed by a majority of the Board of Selectmen for the time 
being. 

Sec. 8. The Town Clerk shall keep a true copy (in a 
book to be kept for such purpose alone) of all deeds, or other 
instruments executed by the Selectmen, in accordance with 
the provisions of this by-law. 


ARTICLE [V.—Contrracts BY TOwNn OFFICERS. 


Sec. 9. No member of the Board of Selectmen or any 
officer appointed by the legal voters of the town, authorized 
to make any contract or agreement in behalf of the town for 
labor, materials, goods, wares or merchandise furnished to 
the town, or for a loan of money,-shall be interested in a 
private capacity, either directly or indirectly, in such con- 
tract, agreement or loan; nor shall either directly or in- 
directly for himself or for any other person, receive any 
commission, discount, bonus, present or reward from the 
persons making such sale, loan; contract or agreement, for 
furnishing such materials, goods, wares or merchandise. 

Sec. 10. All calls for contracts shall be advertised in 
not less than two Boston daily newspapers, and shall have 
not less than three insertions in each, at intervals of two 
days; the last publication to be at least two days before the 
day of opening the bids. 
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~Sxo. 11. The advertisement shall require each proposal 
to be sealed, the name of the bidder to be in a separate 
envelope, properly designated, and shall announce the place, 
day and hour at which they will be opened. The bids as 
received shall be deposited in a box securely locked, and at 
the time and place named shall be publicly opened in the 
presence of a majority of the Board of Selectmen, or Com- 
mittee authorized by the town to make the contract. No 
bids shall be deposited after the time advertised for opening. 


ARTICLE V..—CONSTRUCTION OF Town Ways. 


‘Sec. 12. Whenever any way shall have been laid out or 
altered by the Selectmen, and accepted and allowed by the 
town, no entry for the purpose of constructing any part of 
such laying out or alteration shall be made, until all claims 
for damages by reason thereof shall have been finally adjusted 
or determined; unless such entry shall be authorized by 
special vote of the town. 


ARTICLE VI.—APPROPRIATIONS. 


Sec. 13. It shall be the duty of the Selectmen to pre- 
pare and print in the Annual Town Report a table of esti- 
mates of all the regular appropriations proposed to be made at 
the annual meeting. In order that they may make such a 
table, each Board or Standing Committee shall make out an 
estimate for each respective regular appropriation needed, 
and cause the same to be handed to the Selectmen, in writing, 
in season for such publication, with the reasons therefor. 

Src. 14. Any Board or Standing Committee or Officer 
of the town, or any person or persons intending to ask an 
appropriation at any meeting of the town, other than the 
regular annual appropriations before named, shall file a writ- 
ten notice in the office of the Town Clerk of such intention, 
at least ten days before such meeting, stating the object and 
sum of the appropriation intended to be asked. The Town 
Clerk shall thereupon record such notice, and inform the 
Selectmen thereof. It shall thereupon be the duty of the 
Selectmen to examine into the subject and be prepared to 
inform the town thereon. 
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Sec. 15. If the sum of the appropriation so proposed to 
be asked shall exceed one thousand dollars, a statement of 
the proposition shall be printed and circulated with the 
warrant for the meeting, or at least four days before such 
meeting. Provided, that an appropriation may be asked, 
without such notice, at any meeting of the town, but in the 
absence of such previous notice, the subject shall not be 
acted upon except at an adjournment of said meeting, or at 
another meeting ; in either case not less than one week from 
the date thereof; and during said interim the Selectmen: 
shall cause a printed notice of the sum and object of said 
proposed appropriation to be distributed among the voters, 
at least three days before such adjourned or other meeting, 
and shall also fully inform themselves upon the subject, and 
report thereon when it comes before the town for action. 


ARTICLE VII. — REPortTs. 


Sec. 16. The Town Clerk shall make an annual report 
upon the vital statistics of the town. 

Src. 17. The Selectmen shall report such statistics, rec- 
ommendations and suggestions, as they shall deem suitable, 
in order to give to the town full information upon the sub-- 
ject of the publio health and sanitary welfare of the inhabit- 
ants of the town. 

Sec. 18. The Selectmen shall, in their annual ats 
state in detail what action they have taken in the year pre- 
ceding, whether as Selectmen, Overseers of the Poor, Sur- 
veyors of Highways or Board of Health. In regard to town- 
ways, county-ways and sewers, they shall state specifically 
what have been laid out and constructed, what have been 
altered, what damages have been assessed and paid; what 
claims are outstanding, and what claims are in suit against 
the town. They shall also state what ways or sewers that 
have been ordered, laid out or accepted, remain to be con- 
structed. They shall especially give full reports in regard 
to all suits against the town, with all the circumstances re- 
lating thereto. . 
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Src. 19. . The Selectmen shall; on the first: day of each 
month, cause an exhibit to be prepared of the sum and ob- 
ject of each appropriation made by the town, the amount of 
the warrants drawn against the same, and the balance unex- 
pended. Said exhibit shall be recorded in a book kept for 
the purpose, subject to the inspection of the citizens. 


‘Sec. 20. In his<annual report, the Treasurer shall state 
specifically the objects for which the debt of the town was in- 
- ereased during the year preceding, and recite the votes under 
which the money was borrowed; and shall render a classi- 
fied statement of all expenditures and receipts of the town in 
such detail as to give a fair and full exhibit of the objects 
and methods of all expenditures. He shall also state the 
amount of money received from other sources than taxation 
by the town; and the expenditures and town debt for each 
year since the year 1847, including the year last ended. 


Sec. 21. The Assessors shall append to their annual re- 
port, a table of the valuation, real, personal and total, the 
rate of taxation, and the amount of money raised. 

Src. 22. The. School Committee shall append to their 
annual report a statement of the total number of children 
who have attended the public schools during the year. 

Sec. 23. The Trustees of the Public Library shall ap- 
pend. to their annual report an account of the amounts 
received and of the sum and object of their expenditures for 
the support of the Town Library during the year preceding. 

Sec. 24. All Boards, Standing Committees and Officers 
of the town shall cause records of their doings and accounts 
to be kept in suitable books. Said books shall be kept in 
their respective places in the Town Hall, and shall not be 
removed therefrom. Said record books shall be open to the 
inspection of the citizens of the town during business hours 
on every day, but shall remain during such inspection under 
the supervision of the Board, Committee, or Officer desig- 
nated to keep charge thereof. 

Sec. 25. All Bamida. Standing Committees, Special Came 
mittes, or Officers of the town having the charge of the ex- 
penditure of money, shall annually report chorea in print 
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in such manner as to give the citizens a fair and full under- 
standing of the objects and methods of such expenditures, 
referring, however, to the report of the Treasurer for specific 
details. 

Src. 26. All reports intended to be presented or pro- 
posed to be acted upon at the annual meeting of the town, 
shall be made on or before February 7th, in each year, and 
shall thereupon be printed, and shall be distributed at least 
four days before said meeting. 

Sec. 27. The Town Clerk shall have charge of printing, 
and make a full index of the reports, but the contracts for 
printing the reports shall be made by the Selectmen. 


ARTICLE VIII.—Pusuiic Ways. 


Sec. 28. All persons intending to erect, repair, or take 
down any building, on land abutting on any way which this 
town is obliged to keep in repair, and who desire to make 
use of any portion of said way for the purpose of placing 
thereon building materials or rubbish, shall, ten days at least 
before so placing any buildmg materials or rubbish, give no- 
tice in writing, to the Selectmen of such wish. And there- 
upon the Selectmen may grant a permit to occupy such a 
portion of said way to be used for such purpose, as in their 
judgment the necessity of the case demands and the security 
of the public allows; such permit in no case to be in force | 
longer than ninety days, and to be on such conditions as the 
Selectmen may require; and especially, in every case, upon 
condition that during the whole of every night, from twilight 
in the evening until sunrise in the morning, lighted lanterns 
shall be so placed as effectually to secure all travellers from 
liability to come in contact with such building materials or 
rubbish. 

Src. 29. Whoever shall use any portion of any way 
which the town of Brookline is obliged to keep in repair, 
without the permit, in writing, of the Selectmen, as above 
provided, or having obtained such permit, shall fail to com- 
ply with the conditions thereof, shall forfeit and pay into the 
Town Treasury ten dollars for each offence, and shall also

reimburse the town for all expenses by way of damages or 
otherwise, which the town may be compelled to pay by rea- 
son of the way being encumbered. 


Sec. 30. Whoever shall move, or assist in moving, any 
building more than ten feet high, over any way in this town, 
which this town is obliged to keep in repair, without the 
written permit of the Selectmen being first obtained, or 
having obtained such permit, shall not comply with the re- 
strictions and provisions thereof, shall forfeit and pay into 
the Town Treasury, for every such offence, twenty dollars. 


Sec. 31. Incase any building shall be moved contrary 
to the provisions of the thirtieth section, the owner of the 
building shall reimburse the town for all expenses by way of 
damages or otherwise, which the town may be compelled to 
pay by reason of the way being encumbered. 


Sec. 32. Whoever shall coast upon a sled in any of the 
streets, or upon any of the sidewalks in this town, shall for- 
feit and pay into the Town Treasury, for each offence, a sum 
not less than one dollar, and not more than five dollars. 


Src. 33. Whoever shall drive, or take charge of, at the 
same time, in any of the public ways of the town, two or 
more vehicles drawn by horses or other beasts, or shall allow 
any vehicle belonging to him to be driven in the public ways 
of the town, without some competent person in charge thereof, 
shall forfeit and pay for each offence the sum of five dollars. 

Src. 34. No person shall drive cattle in droves of more 
than six, through any of the streets of the town, without first 
obtaining a license from the Selectmen so to do.* 

‘Src. 35. Whoever having charge of any beast, shall suffer 
or permit any such beast to run, gallop, trot, pace, or go, at 
any rate exceeding eight miles to the hour, through any way, 
avenue or street in this town, shall forfeit and pay not less 
than five dollars, nor more than twenty dollars for each 
offence, to be paid into the treasury of the town. 

Src. 36. Whoever shall suffer horses, or grazing beasts, 
or swine, to run at large in this town, or to feed by the road-

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side, either with or without a keeper, shall forfeit and pay 
into the Town Treasury five dollars for every such offence. 

Sec. 37. Whoever shall drive, wheel, or draw any coach, 
cart, wheelbarrows, handcarts, velocipedes, bicycles, or any 
carriages of burden or pleasure (excepting children’s carriages, 
drawn by hand) upon any sidewalk in the town, or permit 
any horse, cattle, swine, or sheep, under his ‘or her care, to 
go upon any sidewalk in the town, so as to interfere with 
the convenient use of the same by all passengers, or behave 
himself in a rude or disorderly manner, or use any indecent, 
profane, or insulting language, in any public place in the 
town, or near any dwelling-house, or other building, 
therein, or be, or remain upon any sidewalk, or upon any 
doorstep, portico, or other projection of any house or other 
building, not his own, to the annoyance or disturbance of 
any person, or by any noise, gestures, or other means, wan- 
tonly and designedly frighten any horse in any street, or 
other public place in the town, or shall throw stones, snow- 
balls, sticks or other missiles, or kick at football, or play at 
any game in which a ball is used, or fly any kites, or bal- 
loons, in any of the public ways in the town, shall forfeit 
and pay for each offence, not less than five dollars, and not 
more than twenty dollars. ; 

Src. 38. Whoever shall stand in any public way, in such 


a manner as to obstruct a free passage for passengers, or 


shall make any bonfire, in any public way or public place in 
the town, shall forfeit and pay for each offence, not less than 
five dollars, and not more than twenty dollars. 

Sec. 39. Whoever shall shoot with, or use a bow and 
arrow, in any of the-public ways of the town, or shall place 
or cause to be placed upon any public way, footpath, or side- 
walk, within the town, any lumber, iron, coal, trunks, bales, 
boxes, crates, casks, barrels, packages or other things, or 
shall otherwise obstruct such way by placing things therein, 
for more than one hour, or more than ten minutes after being 
notified by a Constable, Police Officer, or the Selectmen, or 
shall lay, throw, or place, or cause to be laid, thrown or 
placed, any ice or snow into any street: within the town, 
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s the same be broken into small pieces, and spread 
evenly on the surface of such street, shall forfeit and pay 
less than pao; nor more than five dollars for every 
0 offence. 


ARTICLE IX.— Hay Scates. 


Sec. 40. The Selectmen shall appoint, for a term not 
exceeding one year, a Superintendent of the hay-scales be- 
longing to the town; who may, at any time, be removed 
from office by the Selectmen. 

_ Sec. 41. In case of temporary absence, or inability 
properly to perform the duties of his office, the Superintend- 
ent shall at his own expense procure a substitute to perform 
‘such duties, who shall be approved by the Selectmen, and 
he removed at their pleasure. 

Sec. 42. It shall be the duty of the Superintendent to 
weigh all the hay and other articles, which may be offered 
to be weighed, subject to such rules and regulations as shall 
_be established by the Selectmen, concerning the scales and 
the fees for weighing. 


Articte X.— FrreE DEPARTMENT. 


Sec. 43. Until ptherwise provided, there shall be one 
‘Engine Company, and one Hose Company, and one Hook 
‘and Ladder Company. No person shall be appointed a 
member of either of said Companies, except he is eighteen 
sars of age, and a resident in the town; nor shall any one 
be appointed for a less term than three months. 

Sec. 44. Each Company shall have a Foreman, an As- 
sistant Foreman, and a Clerk, who shall be chosen by each 
Company annually, at a meeting to be held in May; subject 
to the approval of the Board of Engineers. 

pore 45. It shall be the duty of the Foreman to see that 
engines and apparatus and engine-houses are all kept 
clean, and in order for immediate use, and to preserve 
r and discipline at all times in the Companies. 

“See, 46. It shall be the duty of the Clerk to keep a 
zord (in a book to be provided by the Engineers) of the 
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names of all the officers and members of the Companies, 
specifying the times of appointment, discharge, and age of 
each member, and the absence of each from all fires in this 
town, and from the monthly meetings, provided for in the 
forty-eighth section; and also a full account of the town 
property in charge of the Companies. This book to be 
always subject to the control and inspection of the Engi- 
neers, and to be actually submitted to their inspection some 
time in the months of January and July in each year. In 
the course of the same months, the Clerk is to deliver to the 
Town Treasurer a certified list of the officers and members 
of the Companies, specifying the number of times (if any) 
each officer or member has absented himself as aforesaid. 


Src. 47. Each Company shall perform all duties by law 
required to be performed by engine-men, and shall use their 
endeavors, in as orderly and quiet a manner as possible, to 
extinguish all fires which may break out in this town. And 
in no instance shall the engines or apparatus leave the town, 
without the consent of one or more of the Engineers of the 
town. 7 

Sec. 48. On the return of the apparatus from the fire, 
the same shall be well and securely taken care of; and once 
a month the Companies shall meet, for the purpose of ex- 
amining the state of the engines and apparatus, and see that 
the same are in good repair, and ready for use. 


Src. 49. The officers and members shall quarterly receive 
from the Town Treasurer, in full for their services, such 
compensation as the Selectmen may, from time to time, by 
vote determine. Provided, that no member not appointed as 
provided in the forty-third section, and no officer not ap- 
proved as provided in the forty-fourth section, shall receive 
any portion of such compensation. 

Src. 50. No claims whatever on account of said Company, 
its members or officers, shall be paid by the Town Treasurer, 
except the compensation provided for in the forty-ninth 
section. 

Src. 51. The members of the Companies are not to meet 
in their respective houses for any purpose except those 
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_ properly and reasonably connected with their duty as fire- 
‘men, unless by permission of the Board of Engineers; and 
_ ho distilled or fermented liquors shall be used at any meeting 
_ Whatever, which shall be held in the engine-houses. At any 
time, when, in the judgment of the Selectmen, the public 
good will be advanced thereby, they may dismiss from the 
service all or any portion of the Companies, their officers or 
_ members. 

Sec. 52. Whoever shall take away, or cause to be re- 
moved, from any engine-house or other buildings in this 
town, or in any way interfere with any Fire Engine, Hose 
_ Carriage, Ladder Carriage, or any Hooks, Ladders, Hose or 
other apparatus for extinguishing fires, or connected with 
any Engine Company, (said property belonging to this 
town, ) without the consent of the Engineers or officers of 
any Engine Company, or members thereof duly authorized, 
or one of the Selectmen of the town, shall forfeit and pay 
not less than five dollars, nor more than twenty dollars for 
each offence, to be paid into the treasury of the town. 


Sec. 53. Whoever shall maliciously enter into any of the 
buildings belonging to this town, which are used for engine 
houses or the storage of apparatus connected with extinguish- 
ing fires, without the consent of the Engineers or officers of 
any Engine Company, shall forfeit and pay not less than five 
dollars, nor more than twenty dollars, for each de t<..e 
_ paid into the treasury of the town. 


ARTICLE XI. — Pupiic ScHOOLS. 


Sec. 54. Habitual truants and children between the ages 
_ of seven and fifteen years wandering about in the streets and 
public places of this town, having no lawful occupation or 
business, not attending school, and growing up in ignorance, 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars, or 
by commitment to any institution of instruction, house of 
reformation, or suitable situation, provided for the purpose 
‘under the authority of the first section of chapter 262 of the 
Acts of the year 1873. 
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Sec. 55. The School Committee shall annually appoint 
two or more Truant-officers whose duty it shall be to report 
all cases coming to their knowledge of habitual truancy, and 
of children found wandering in the streets as aforesaid, to 
the parents or guardians of the children found offending ; 
and in case such children so reported are again found violating 
this by-law, to make complaint thereof before a court or 
magistrate having jurisdiction of the offence. They shall also 
inquire diligently concerning all persons between the ages 
aforesaid, who seem to be idle or vagrant; or who, whether 
employed or unemployed, appear to be growing up in ignor- 
ance, and enter a complaint against any one violating section — 
fifty-four of this by-law. Before making complaint against 
any child, the Truant-officers shall notify the child and its 
parents or guardian of the penalty of the offence. 

Sec. 56. Every child before being admitted into any © 
public school in this town, shall present to the teacher a 
certificate from some physician, or from its parents or guard- 
ians, that he or she has been properly vaccinated. No child 
shall be allowed to attend school who has not been properly 
vaccinated. 


ARTICLE XII. — Pusnuic HEALTH. 


Sec. 57. It shall be the duty of the Board of Health to 
be vigilant and active in protecting the public health; to see 
tli.’ the laws and ordinances in relation to the same are en- 
forced; to communicate their views to the Board of Select- 
men from time to time as they may deem expedient; and 
they shall have power to call upon the police and the various 
town officers to aid them in the performance of these duties. 

Sec. 58. The Board of Health shall make all contracts 
and regulations for the cleaning of cesspools, vaults, and 
privies, and the collection of house offal, and the employ- 
ment of laborers required therefor; provided, however, that 
the expenditure for the purposes herein enumerated shall 
not exceed the amount previously appropriated therefor by 
the town; and all contracts for such work shall contain the 
condition that they shall be performed to the Satish of 
the Board of Health. 
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Sec. 59. The Board of Health shall organize annually 
by choice of one of their members as chairman. The said 
board shall also appoint a secretary, whose duty it shall be 
to have charge of the records of the board. 


Sec. 60. The board shall annually, on or before the 7th 
day of February, send to the Selectmen «an estimate, in 
detail, of the appropriations required by the Health Depart- 
ment during the next financial year. All bills for expendi- 
tures from the appropriations for the Health Department 
shall be drawn for by the chairman of the board, and exam- 
ined by the Selectmen, before they are paid by the Town 
Treasurer. 

Sec. 61. The Board of Health shall annually, in the 
month of February, present to the town a report made up to 
and including the last day of the preceding January, con- 
taining a full and comprehensive statement of the acts of the 
board during the year, and a review of the sanitary condi- 
tion of the town. 

Sec. 62. Whenever the board sells any article or mate- 
rials belonging to the town, or does, or causes to be done, 
work for any individual, they shall enter, in books to be 
kept for that purpose, all such sales and work done, with the 
price thereof, and shall forthwith make out bills for the same 
and deliver them to the Town Treasurer for collection, and 
the Treasurer shall forthwith demand payment of the said 
bills; and in case any bills or dues under this by-law remain 
unpaid at the expiration of thirty days after demand for pay- 
ment as aforesaid, the Treasurer shall deliver the same to the 
Board of Selectmen for legal proceedings ; but if the Select- 
men are satisfied that the interests of the town require it, 
they may cause legal proceedings to be had at any time. 

Src. 63. The Board of Health may give licenses for 
burials, and for the removal of dead bodies from the town, 
and point out the place, depth, width and range of all graves 
in the several burying-grounds, and shall forbid graves to be 
dug within those limits in such grounds, in which, in its 
judgment, it would be dangerous to the public health to allow 
graves. 
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Src. 64. No person shall bury, or inter, or cause to be 
buried or interred, any dead body, in violation of any direc- 
tion or order of the board, given in accordance with the pre- 
ceding section, or without having first obtained a license so 
to do. | . 
Src. 65. No person shall inter, or cause to be interred, 
any dead body in a grave less than three feet deep, from the 
surface of the ground surrounding the grave to the top of the 
coffin. 

Src. 66. On the first Monday of February annually, or 
within ten days thereafter, the Board of Health shall appoint 
for a period of one year, from the first Monday of April in 
the year in which they may be appointed, such a number of. 
funeral undertakers as may be deemed expedient, and they 
shall be responsible for the decent, orderly, and faithful 
management of the funerals undertaken by them, and for a 
strict compliance with the ordinances of the town in this behalf. 
Each undertaker may employ porters, of a discreet and sober 
character, to assist him, and he shall be accountable for their 
conduct; said undertakers and porters may be removed at 
the pleasure of the board. No person not appointed as afore- 
said shall open any tomb or grave for the purpose of deposit- 
ing or removing any dead body, without the permission of 
the Board of Health. 

Sec. 67. No person shall bury or inter, or cause to be 
buried or interred, any dead body at any other time of the 
day than between sunrising and sunsetting, except when 
otherwise permitted by the Board of Health. 

Src. 68. The Board of Health is authorized to make and 
adopt any regulations in relation to the interment of the dead 
which they may deem expedient. 

Sec. 69. In order to abate a nuisance the Board of Select- 
men, with the approval of the Board of Health, is authorized 
to permit, under such restrictions, not inconsistent with ex- 
isting by-laws of the town in relation thereto, and on pay- 
ment of such sum as they may deem expedient, the construc- 
tion of sufficient passage-ways or conduits under ground for 
the purpose of conveying the contents of any vault, privy, or 
wet lands into any common sewer or drain. 
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sec. 70. If the Board of Health shall at any time be 
satisfied that any tenement, used as a dwelling-house, is not 
provided ‘with a suitable privy, vault, and drain, or either of 
them, as aforesaid, they shall give notice in writing to the 
Owner, agent, occupant, or other person having the care 
thereof; and in case of neglect or refusal to obey such notice 
the Board of Health shall cause such privy, vault, and drain 
to be made for such tenement or other building, at the ex- 
pense of such owner, agent, occupant, or other person; and 
in case any such drain, vault or privy is constructed as 
aforesaid, for the use of more than one house, then the owner, 
agent, occupant, or other person having the charge of each 
of such houses, shall be liable to pay a proportional part of 
such expense. 


Src. 71. Whenever any vault, privy, or drain becomes 
offensive or obstructed, the same shall be cleansed and made 
free, and the owner, agent, occupant, or other person having 
charge of the land in which any vault, privy, or drain is 
situated, the state or condition of which is in violation of the 
provisions of this ordinance, shall remove, cleanse, alter, 
amend, or repair the same within such reasonable time, after 
notice in writing to that effect given by the Board of Health, 
as shall be expressed in such notice. In case of neglect or 
refusal so to do, the Board of Health may cause the same to_ 
be removed, altered, amended, or repaired, as they may deem 
expedient, at the expense of the owner, agent, occupant or 
other person as aforesaid. 

_ Sxc. 72. No cesspool, vault, or privy situated within one 
hundred feet of any town-way or public building shall be 
emptied in any other mode, or at any other time, than the 
Board of Health may direct and appoint, subject to such 
regulations as the board from time to time shall make on 
the subject, and always at the expense of the owner, agent 
occupant, or other person having charge of the tenement in 
which such vault is situated. 

Src. 73. Books, in which shall be entered all applica- 
tions for opening and cleansing vaults, shall be kept in 
convenient places under the charge of the Chief of Police. 
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Such applications shall specify the number of loads, if less 
than the whole contents of the vault, to be removed; and 
they shall receive attention in the order in which they are 
made, so far as practicable. 

Src. 74. All house offal, whether consisting of animal 
or vegetable substances, shall be placed in suitable vessels, 
and no ashes or other refuse matter shall be mingled there- 
with ; and the same shall be kept in some convenient place, 
to be taken away by the town scavengers, which shall be 
done as often as once in each week. , 

Src. 75. No person shall remove, or carry in, or through, 
any of the streets, squares, courts, lanes, avenues, places, or 
alleys within the town of Brookline any house dirt or house 
offal, either animal or vegetable, or any grease or bones, or 
any refuse substances from any of the dwelling-houses or 
other places in the town, unless such person so removing 
or carrying the same, and the mode in which the same may 
be removed or carried, shall have been expressly licensed by 
the Board of Health, upon such terms and conditions as they 
may deem the health and interest of the town require. But 
all the ashes and cinders made from steam engines, or steam 
boilers, forges or furnaces, used for mechanical purposes, 
shall be removed at the expense of the parties occupying the 
building, or the owner thereof, and at such times, and in 
such manner, as the Board of Health may direct. 

Sec. 76. No person shall drive, or cause to be driven, 
any cart or wagon containing night-soil, or any cart or wagon 
used for that purpose, through any public way in the town, 
between the hours of four a.m. and nine P. M., nor permit 
any such wagon or cart to stand, between said hours, in any 
street, lane or alley in said town. 

Sec. 77. No person shall keep any swine within a dis- 
tance of fifty feet of any public way or place, or within a 
distance of one hundred feet of any dwelling-house not his 
own, or within a distance of twenty-five feet of his own 
dwelling-house, without a permit from the Selectmen pre- 
viously obtained. | | 

Src. 78. No person shall put or suffer to accumulate on 
his premises any refuse, animal or vegetable matter, rubbish 
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or filth, whereby any offensive or noxious stench or effluvia 
shall be created, and the health or comfort of the citizens be 
injuriously affected, or shall throw any such substances into 
the streams or brooks of the town, not laid out by the town 
as common sewers, or shall allow the contents of any vault, 
or house-drain, or the refuse of manufacturing or slaughter- 
ing process, to drain into such streams or brooks. 


Sec. 79. No person shall throw or suffer to fall into any 
common sewer in the town, or into any inlet of the same, 
any dead animals, stones, bricks, sticks, or other substances 
likely to obstruct the flow of water in the same, and no per- 
son shall allow his vault or house-drain to drain into any 
sewer, without first obtaining from the proper authorities the 
permission so to do. 


Sec. 80. No person, without the license of the Board of 
Health, shall throw into, or leave in, or upon, any street, 
court, square, lane, alley, public square, public enclosure, 
vacant lot, or any pond or body of water, within the limits 
of the town, any dead animal, dirt, sawdust, soot, ashes, 
cinders, shavings, hair, shreds, manure, oyster, clam or lob- 
ster shells, waste water, rubbish or filth of any kind, or any 
refuse animal or vegetable matter whatsoever.. Nor shall 
any person throw into, or leave in, or upon, flats or tide- 
water within the jurisdiction of the town, any dead animal, 
or other foul or offensive matter. 


Sec. 81. If any of the substances mentioned in the pre- 
ceding section shall be thrown or carried from any house, 
warehouse, shop, cellar, yard, or other place, or left in any 
of the places specified in the preceding section, the owner 
and occupant of such house, warehouse, shop, cellar, yard, 
or other place as aforesaid, and the person who actually 
threw, carried, or left the same, or who caused the same to 
be thrown, carried, or left, shall severally be held liable for 
such violation of this ordinance; and all such substances 
shall be removed from the place where they have been so 
thrown or left, as aforesaid, by such owner or occupant, or 
other person, within two hours after personal notice, in writ- 
ing, to that effect, given by the Board of Health or any 
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police officer; or such removal shall be made under the 
direction of said board or its officers, and the expense 
thereof borne by such owner or occupant. 

Sec. 82. All dirt, sawdust, soot, ashes, cinders, shay- 
ings, hair, shreds, manure, oyster, clam or lobster shells, 
waste water, or any animal or vegetable substance, rubbish 
or filth, of any kind, in any house, warehouse, or other 
building, cellar, yard, unaccepted street, alley-way, or other 
place which the Board of Health may deem injurious to the 
health of the town, shall be removed by the owner or 
occupant of such house, warehouse, other building, cellar, 
yard, unaccepted street, alley-way, or other place where the 
same may be found, within twenty-four hours, or such other 
time as the Board of Health may deem reasonable, after 
notice in writing to that effect, or such removal shall be made 
under the direction of the Board of Health, and the expense 
thereof borne by such owner or occupant, who shall also be 
liable to a penalty. : 

Sec. 83. No person shall beat or shake any carpets 
within one hundred feet of any public way or place, or 
within one hundred feet of any dwelling-house not his own, 
or in any places so that the dust from such carpets shall 
injure any person in any dwelling-house or upon any public 
way or place. 

Src. 84. No person shall bring into town, any decayed 
or damaged grain, rice, coffee, fruit, potatoes, or other vege- 
table product, or any tainted or damaged meat or fish, with- 
out a permit therefor, from and in such a manner only as 
directed by the Board of Health. 

Src. 85. The Board of Health shall have charge of any 
buildings which are or may be established within the town 
limits, for the admission of patients having the small-pox, or 
any other infectious disease ; and they shall make such rules 
and regulations for the management and government of the 
patients and employés as they may deem proper and neces- 
' sary. And the board shall carefully guard against the intro- 
duction of any cases of infectious disease into any other 
buildings under their charge than those appropriated for that 
purpose by the town. 
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Src. 86. All notices issued by the Board of Health shall 
be served personally upon the owner or occupant, or their 
authorized agent, by any police officer or person competent 
to serve a notice in a civil suit, or it may be left at the 
owner's, occupant’s, or agent’s last and usual place of abode, 
if the same be known and be within the State. 


ARTICLE XIII. — MisceLtLaNrous PROVISIONS. 


Sec. 87. Whoever posts, affixes, or in any way attaches 
any poster, handbill, notice, advertisement or placard, or 
paints, draws, or stamps any letter, notice, figure, advertise- 
_ ment, or marks upon or into, or otherwise defaces any wall, 
fence, post, tree, building or structure, not his own, within 
the town of Brookline, without the permission of the owner 
of said wall, fence, post, tree, building or structure, shall 
forfeit and pay for each offence a fine of not less than five nor 
more than twenty dollars, to be paid into the treasury of 
said town; and if such posters, handbills, notice, placard, 
letter, figure, advertisement or marks be obscene, or inde- 
_ cent, the penalty shall not be less than twenty dollars for 
each offence. | 

Sec. 88. Whoever shall swim or bathe in any of the 
waters within or surrounding the town, so as to expose him- 
self to the view of any passenger or other person in any 
public way, railroad or house within the town, shall forfeit 
and pay not less than five dollars, and not more than twenty 
dollars. , 

Src. 89. No person shall fire or discharge any gun, 
fowling-piece, or fire-arm, on or within two hundred feet of 
any street in the town of Brookline, or on any private 
grounds, except with the consent of the owner thereof; pro- 
vided, however, that this by-law shall not apply to the use 
of such weapons at any military exercise or review, or in the 
lawful defence of the person, family, or property of any 
citizen. 

Src. 90. The Board of Selectmen may make, from time 
to time, such rules and regulations for the government, dis- 
position, and management of the police as they may deem 
expedient. 
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ARTICLE XIV.— PROSECUTIONS AND PENALTIES. 


Sec. 91. Prosecutions for offences under these by-laws 
may be made by any constable or police officer of the town. 

Src. 92. Any person who shall violate any provision of 
these by-laws, or who shall refuse or neglect to obey any 
order of the Board of Health duly issued under these by-laws, 
and directed to him and properly served upon him, shall, in 
cases not otherwise provided for, forfeit and pay for each 
offence a fine not exceeding twenty dollars. 


ARTICLE XV.— ACCOUNTS OF THE Town TREASURER. 


Src. 93. The books of the Treasurer shall be kept in 
such manner and form as shall be prescribed by the Auditors ; 
and they shall report to the Selectmen any failure to comply 
with their instructions. 

Sec. 94. The Treasurer shall, on the first day of each 
quarter, notify all officers, boards, committees, and agents 
of the town, authorized to expend money, or incur indebted- 
ness on account of the town, of the balances of the appro- 
priations against which they are authorized to draw, to the 
end that no debt shall be contracted in excess of such appro- 
priations. 


ARTICLE XVI.— CaRRIAGE-STANDS. 


Src. 95. No person shall use any portion of any public 
way in this town as a carriage-stand for the solicitation of 
passengers for hire, without a license from the Selectmen. 

Src. 96. The Selectmen may grant licenses to use a 
certain portion of any public way as a carriage stand, under 
such terms and conditions as they may prescribe. 


ARTICLE XVII. — DEALERS IN JUNK. 


Src. 97. No person shall deal in junk within this town, 
or go from house to house purchasing or endeavoring to pur- 
chase, junk, bottles, bones or grease, without a license from 
the Selectmen. 
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ARTICLE XVIII. — Reprat. 


Sec. 98. Upon the approval of the foregoing by-laws by 
the Superior Court, all by-laws heretofore existing, except 
the by-laws relating to the Public Library, shall be annulled 


and repealed.
